W a sh in g to n , February 
25.—The 
Senate special committee to which 
the Pacific Railroad Commission’s re­ 
port was referred, gave hearing to­ 
day on the branch subject relating es­ 
pecially to the affairs of the Atlantic 
and Pacific. 
Charles Francis Adams, President 
of the Company, said that the com 
pany expressed willingness to meet 
its obligations if the burden so ad­ 
justed would not deprive the prop­ 
erty of those returns necessary to 
every well-managed property. 
He 
declared readiness to advise his peo­ 
ple to accept the settlement proposed 
in the Outhwaite bill, with such 
modifications as ho 
had already 
submitted to the House Committee. 
In order to show how grossly erroneous 
was the statement 
made in the 
papers that the Union Pacific’s addi­ 
tional security amounted to nothing 
and that it was all mortgaged, ho 
would state one single proposition, 
that so far as the Union Pacific was 
concerned, its terminal grounds in 
Omaha, Kansas City and Denver 
would, before the loan matured, be 
worth twice their present value, which 
was fully $15,000,000, and before the 
expiration of the fifty years’ extension 
which 
was 
being discussed, the 
grounds would be woi th more than 
the road’s debt. 
Hearst made a point that the 
grounds could not be made available 
to «Ktinguish the debt, being always 
necessary to the operation of the road. 
Adams rejoined that the grounds 
would have their value to whomsoever 
should purchase the road, and the 
purchase money would be available 
on the debt. The enormous increase 
in values which was inevitable was 
not subject to incumbrances. These 
properties were not now included 
in the United States’ security and 
were subject to a mortgage which 
expires in five years. 
A. F. Storey, counsel for the Union 
Pacific, said that the additional secu­ 
rity offered the Government by the 
company in the event of the exten­ 
sion of its debt, was valued at about 
$60,000,00.). 
Commissioner Anderson said that 
the added security wouid be about 
#25,000,000. 
Storey admitted that at the end of 
ten years the Government might, as 
a general creditor, sue the company 
and ruin it. It might add to its pres­ 
ent security 246 miles of road ana ter­ 
minal facilities, but it could not touch 
the 2000 miles of branch lines. 
The meeting then adjourned.

25.—The 
House Committee on Reform in Civil 
Service has agreed to report adverse­ 
ly the bill limiting to four years the 
commissions of 
consular, internal 
revenue, customs, Territorial 
and 
District of Columbia officers, also 
commercial agents, etc., of the Gov­ 
ernment, whose 
appointments are 
now made for indefinite periods. 
An adverse report was also agreed 
to on the Senate bill providing for 
appointments to public service among 
the several Congressional districts 
upon the basis of population. 
The House passed the bill provid­ 
ing an additional mode of taking 
depositions of witnesses. In cases 
pending in the United States Courts it 
shall be lawful to take depositions on 
the moJe prescribed by the law of the 
State in which the courtis held. 
The bill for the organization of the 
Territory of Oklahoma was taken up. 
The h jur devo ed to the considera­ 
tion of the Oklahoma bill was con­ 
sumed by Manson, of Missouri, in a 
speech favoring the measure. 
Bland, of Missouri, fought several 
bills reported for the erection of pub 
lie buildings and the House adjourned 
without action. 


DISBANDED AT EAST. 


The N ational Opera Company a 
Signal Failure. 
W a sh in g to n , D. C., February 25.— 
After tho performance at the new 
National theatre this evening, the 
National Opera Company decided to 
disband. The business for a long 
time has been indifferent in receipts, 
and a retnrn engagement this week 
was simply disastrous. There have 
been strikes among the artistes and 
orchestra for the last four nights of 
the week. 
At a meeting of the Company the 
8an Francisco Manager, Locke an­ 
nounced that the end had come, that 
there were no funds and that he had 
exhausted all means of financial help. 
The receipt of the matinee and to­ 
night’s performance will be nsed to 
take the company to New York. Man- 
asei Locke states that the deficit of 
the sixteen weeks is $100,000, $75.000 
is a loBB to himself and friends and he 
lost everything. $25,000 is owing to the 
artistes and other members of the 
Company.

He Reiterates HU Refusal to Run 
for the Presidency. 
N ew Y o rk , February 25.—To-pior- 
row’s World will contain a threo- 
eolumn interview with Blaine, cabled 
from Florence. 
Blaine distinctly 
asserted that under no circumstances 
whatever wonld he allow his name to 
be used ia connection with the next 
Presidential nomination. 
He insists 
on the sincerity of his withdrawal, 
and asserts that he had made up his 
mind thereto long ago. 
He considera, first, that any man 
whose name has been associated with 
defeat in the Presidential campaign, 
owes it to his party not to allow him­ 


self to be rdnominated ; and, secondly, 
be is unequal to facing the 


FATIGUE, WORRY AND EXCITEMENT 
Of another canvass, all the more as 
he would feel himself bound to work 
as hard as on the previous occasion. 
Mrs. Blaine and other members of 
the family arc most emphatic in their 
approval of his withdrawal, which Í3 
definitive, and neither hasty nor 
recent in its decision. 
Blaine will not return from Eu­ 
rope until June, and until after the 
Republican Convention. He declines 
to express himself on the subject of 
the Republican candidates in the 
field, but asserts that he did not re­ 
tire in favor of any particular one of 
them. He is convincod of Republi­ 
can yietrry, basing his conviction in 
particular on tho tariff question. 
Mr. Blaine said in conclusion: “ You 
have no idea what a relief it is to me 
to think that I am now out of the can­ 
vass, and when I come back to Now 
York in tl § summer I shall m t 
come back to face and enter into the 
turmoil and excitement of a political 
campaign. I can now come back quiet­ 
ly after the convention has decided 
the result and enioy my life in my 
own way, freo, I hope, from further 
criticism or comment.

S an F ra n c isc o , February 25.—The 
Steamer San Pablo, arrived 
from 
Hong Kong and 
Yokahama 
this 
morning. China papers announce the 
death of Gideon Nye, United States 
Vice-Consul at Canton. He was the 
oldest foreign resident in China, hav­ 
ing gone there in 1833. He amassed 
a fortune ot about $60,000,000 and 
afterwards lost it all. 
Small pox continues to spread in 
Hong Kong. About 250 deaths oc­ 
curred during January. 
Few* additional details are given of 
the second disaster at Yellow river, 
which occurred on December 4, and 
resulted in the drowning of three man­ 
darins and four thousand Chinese 
laborers. 
The 
men 
were 
at 
work at the time 
repairing dam­ 
ages caused 
by 
previous 
floods 
and 2000 bamboo rafts had been la­ 
den witli stones in order to form a 
breakwater, but the rafts, with all 
the workers upon them were en­ 
gulfed as soon as they reached tho 
middle of the river. 
Much suffering is reported from 
the flooded districts. 


COLD W EATHER CAME ON, 
And the whole country was soon 
flooded over, making it impossible 
for boats to reach the village.^. 
In 
all large cities huts have been erected 
by tho authorities for the accommo­ 
dation of the sufferers, and between 
30,000 and 40,000 are thus being 
hou-edand fed in the city of Cochin- 
China. The whole couutry is a sad 
spectacle, aud stories of suffering and 
destitution come from evory direction. 
It is estimated that 20,000 stacks of 
millet stalks will be needed to stop 
tho great gap, each stack requiring 
fifty large carts to bring it to the 
spot. So far, the utmost exertions 
have not succeeded 
in collecting 
more than thirty stacks a day. Fight 
million teels have already been ex­ 
pended on repairs.

DIAZ’H DECREE. 


He Annnls 
the Interna­ 
tional Company’s Title 


TO TIIE ENSENADA PROPERTY. 


Opiuion 
of the A ttorneys—The 
Decision to Be Disputed— 
B urton’s Action.

San Diego attorneys for Mrs. Burton 
received a telegram to-day anno mc r.g 
that President Diaz had annulled the 
International Company’s title to Ense­ 
nada, Lower California. 
The text of 
another telegram received by II. H. 
Burton, son of Mrs. Burton, the claim­ 
ant, is as follows: 
C ity o f M exico, February 23.—To 
H. H. Burton, San Diego. President 
Diaz has nullified the official order 
granting to the International Compa­ 
ny a title to Ensenada. 
[Signed.] 
M. A. B u rto n . 
The attorneys for Mrs. Burton say 
say that, the matter was practically 
decided several weeks ago and now 
President Diaz has himself signed the 
judgment confirming the claimant’s 
title. The attorneys for the Interna­ 
tional Company deny the truth of the 
statement in toto, and say that no 
suit 
has 
been 
pending. 
Tluy 
claim that 
Mrs. Burton brought 
no 
action 
in 
any 
court 
in 
Mexico; that President Diaz has no 
power to pass upon tho title, and that 
he has not done so. An order revoked 
by President Diaz was issued on April 
4th by Carlos Pacheco, Secretary of 
Public Works, Colonization and Com­ 
merce, and is tho one which says that 
the land in dispute is the exclusive 
property of the Mexican International 
Colonization Company of Hartford, 
and that the titles covering the same 
are legal, in full force and perfect. 
d e scrip tio n o f t h e PRornnTY. 
Tho tract which is known as “ En­ 
senada de Todos Santos” comprises 
about 300,000 acres and includes the 
new towns of Ensenada, Han Carlos. 
City of Puntabanda the Maneadera 
and San Rafael valleys and pretty 
much all of the improved property of 
that section of the country. 
Henry Burton, when seen in regard 
to the matter, said: Unless the In­ 
ternational Company compromises we 
shall at once begin suits in ejectment 
for possession of the land. All per­ 
sons who bought land there and im­ 
proved it, need have no fear that this 
docision will work any hardship to 
them. The sales of land, as admit­ 
ted by their agents here, are some­

Burton’s claim to the land, but the 
Government now makes the Com 
pany responsible to Mrs. Burton in 
case she makes her claim good in the 
lower Court.

A eealekin as seen on the animal is 
a very different thing from that seen 
on a lady’s cloak. 
“ The fur is not 
visible; it is concealed entirely by a 
coat of stiff overhair, dull, gray-brown 
and grizzled.” The overhair must all 
be removed. It is a long, laborous 
process by which these pelts are made 
ready for their final use. And because 
labor is so much cheaper in the Old 
World, nine-tenths of these fur-seal 
skins arc dressei in London and then 
sent out all over the civilized world. 
There are practically no other seals 
caught save those taken on the Priby- 
lov Islands by the Alaska Coramerical 
Company. 
The average weight of a two-year- 
old skin is five and a half pounds; 
three-year-old skin seven, and of a 
four-year-ild skin twelve pounds. 
It 
takes three skins to make a lady’s 
sack, which is worth anywhere from 
$75 up to $500. The difference in 
price is Beldom due to a variance in 
the original quality of the fur, but to 
the quality of the work by which it 
is made ready for wear. The carcass 
is left to rot where the skin is taken 
off. It requires about three years to 
rot away, and, although 90,000 of 
these carcasses are annually decaying 
almost within a stone’s throw of the 
village of St. Paul’s Island, yet the 
people do not seem to suffer any in­ 
jurious effect therefrom. The meat 
of the young seals, if 
perfectly 
cooked, is not bad eating, and some 
of the steaks will compare favorable 
with our beef or mutton.—[Boston 
Transcript.

United States, was recently interview­ 
ed and said: 
“ Do you know it is perfectly won 
derful ‘w hat a dem and there is now 
for California 
goods. 
As late as 
1872 the entire consumption of Cali­ 
fornia fruit and salmon both did not 
exceed 70,000 cases. 
Now our own 
sales last year to people in the United 
States were over 400.000 cases, and 
the consumption of the United States 
was about 500,000 cases of salmon, 
and betweon 500,000 
and 000,000 
98 of fruit. 
As late as 79 the consumption of 
California raisins East was less than 
twenty-five carloads. 
In ’87 it is 
claimed there were 800 cars shipped 
East of the Rocky mountains, and 
there probably were between 500 *nd 
600 cars. The value of the cars was 
about th e same in ’87 as in ’79, say 
$1500 a car, so that while there was 
shipped $37,500 worth in ’79, there 
was $900,000 worth in ’87. 
I know 
w hat I am talking about, for 1 bought 
the first carload ever shipped East 
from California. 
The California raisins have driven 
the Malaga raisins almost entirely 
out of the market. Five years ago the 
U nited States im ported about 1,750,­ 
000 boxes of Malaga raisins. 
Last 
year there was not over 300,000 im ­ 
parted. 
' ‘More than this, in M alaga a great 
m any of the old vineyards have been 
pulled up and wine grapes substituted. 
“ A strange thing has happened in 
the raisin business. It is not three 
ears since we were accused—pro- 
lably truthfully—w ith putting Cali­ 
fornia raisins into M alaga boxes, and 
now we are accused of putting Malaga 
raisins into California boxes, as was 
done last year.”

foreign raisins sold here at all. 
‘W hat is the demand generally for 
California raisins, peaches, pears, 
prunes, apricot*, ana soon? Grow­ 
ing all the time. 
Last year there 
was a heavier proportionate demand 
than usual, owing to the general 
shortness of the crop East. There 
will be a good dem and for California 
goods this 3'ear, but not so heavy as 
last, if the usual rule works here, 
because generally when we have a 
poor yield^he one year, we have a 
good one m e next. 
" I want to tell you one thing. 
It is 
all nonsense, this talk about the flavor 
of Calj'ornia fruit got beir~ as gogd 
as that of Eastern fruit. ! have been 
California fresh fruit here year after 
year, as well as East, and I m ain­ 
tain if you bring Eastern fruit here 
it won’t taste any better than yours 
does there, if as good. 
" I tell Eastern people that right 
along. F ruit has to be picked green 
in order to stand shipm ent, and, with 
th e possible exception of pears, it 
don’t taste quite so well east of the 
Rockies as it does here, but there will 
always be a heavy dem and for every­ 
thing California can raise.

account of the prominence of the 
families which possessed them , are 
now falling into ruins. The reason of 
this is perhaps that the land has been 
worked so long without being fertilized 
that it has become poor, or it may be 
ihat those into whose possession it 
has passed lacked the energy and 
skill which are required to make it 
pay under the present system of 
labor. One of thése famous old places 
in Liberty county, in this State, was 
lately sold to a colored man for $2,500, 
only part of the purchase money be 
ing required at once.

We do it in the same way th at the 
blind m an reads—by the sense of 
feeling.

This 
is done w ith a ring which is worn on 
the most convenient finger. On the 
inside of the ring—I mean the part 
under the finger—is a little steel spur, 
not sharp enough to ¡>enetrate the 
cards ana m ake a hole, which would 
te detected, but a slight indentation, 
resembling a pim ple, on the back 
of the 
card,

Chief Moriarty and Messrs. Humph 
reys and Teed. A committee of five 
from “ West End” came before the 
Board and asked that a fire engine be 
located on the west side of Bunker 
Hill avenue, near Temple street. They 
reported that Mr. K. C. Burlinggame 
had proposed to construct a first class 
two story building and lease it to 
the city at a rental of $75 per month. 
Mr. Rodgers, owner of another site, 
offered to build an engine house in 
the same district, and lease it to ilie 
city at a rental of $12 a year. 
A petition from James Booth and 
others asking for an engine at the 
terminus of the Temple street cable 
line was read. 
After considerable discussion the 
matter was laid over for a week. In 
the meantime the Board will visit the 
proposed sites. 
Mr. Teed reported that he had in­ 
vestigated the charges preferred 
against Stoermer and Trowbridge, and 
found they were well founded, but as 
they had promised to reform, he rec­ 
ommended that they be reinstated on 
the firat of the coining month, and 
that Trowbridge, the driver, be fined 
$25 for his carelessness.

A petition from J. H. Barnwell, 
asking permission to raise his house 
one story, on the corner of Fort and 
Eighth streets, was read, anti permis­ 
sion granted. 
G. L. Marvin appeared before the 
Board and stated that he had com­ 
menced a building on Main street, 
sojjth of Seventh street, before the 
ordinance was passed, and asked per­ 
mission to com pie e it. Permission 
granted. 
Mr. M. H. Moss offered a lot on 
Belmont avenue, corner of Court 
street, as a site for an engine house at 
a cost of $1)00. 
The Board renewed the invitation 
for bids for sites at Boyle Heights, 
near First street; the vicinity of 
Grand and Washington avenues, be­ 
tween Main and Figueroa streets, and 
near the Temple street cable engine 
house, for plain two-story buildings 
A petition from R. Wilkinson, ask­ 
ing to be appointed collector of the 
Heymarket, was read and placed on 
file.Applications for positions on the 
department were received from J. O. 
Eckles, M. Moriarty and George P.

Oar M aritim e Com m erce. 
It was about time for the Southern 
Pacific Company to wake up to its true 
interests and take steps to give the 
marine commerce of Los Angeles such 
facilities as will enable deep-sea ves­ 
sels to discharge cargo at their 
rails. That company has been 
in practical possession of tho port 
of San 
Pedro 
since it was 
first 
made accessible to light 
draft craft, and it seemed satisfied to 
wait until the Government, in the 
course of time, should so far deepen 
the entrance as to admit all classes of 
vessels. Competition, however, has 
aroused the company to the necessity 
of offsetting the advantages possessed 
by the 8anta Fé Company in San 
Diego. 
It has realized that un­ 
less it can take cargo direct from 
deep-sea ships there is danger 
that its ri val may carry the foreign 
traffic which has heretofore sought 
San Pedro, to Sin Diego, and thus be 
come master of this important branch 
of railroad business. In order to 
meet this serious contingency in the 
shortest space of time possible, the 
Southern Pacific has determined to 
extend its road from San Pedro to a 
point west and north of Firmin, where 
it is possible to build a mole to deep 
water. The point selected has been 
surveyed, and is pronounced well pro­ 
tected from the usual storms of this 
coast, 
and 
where 
ships 
can 
lie safely and discharge cargo. We 
are told that Colonel Mendell, 
chief of the United States Bureau of 
Engineers on this coast, has been 
consulted, and that after a careful ex­ 
amination, he pronounces the plan 
practicable. If this is true, then 
the project assumes a significance 
which justifies us in looking forward 
to an early successful solution of the 
question of bringing ship and rail 
together at a Convenient distance 
from our city. The railroad company 
I well S3 the peonlo of Los Angele» 


has been brought into the very high­ 
est state of cultivation. Farther from 
her center lie thousands and tens of 
thousands of acres of land as good as 
those near by. The latter are stijl in 
a wild state. Will they long remain 
so? Most assuredly they will not. 
The Chino ranch of 48,030 acres lies in 
a compact body of fine land below Po­ 
mona. As these outlying territories are 
brought into that high state of culti­ 
vation they are destined to reach, 
they will support a population of 
thousands all tributary to Pomona. 
Santa Ana is another center where 
the developmental movement is at a 
rapid pace. She has as many people 
in the municipal limits as Pomona 
has, with a much larger population out­ 
side in the immediate vicinity. 
From Santa Ana to San Juan a dis­ 
tance of forty miles, the country is 
still totally undeveloped. There are 
100,000 here in one ranch. Gold­ 
smith sings of a time in Ireland be­ 
fore bad government caused the 
village to be deserted “where every- 
acre maintained its man.” 
The 
Green Isle of the Saints never 
had the resources to sustain a 
a population at all comparable with 
this sunny and prolific land of ours. 
Santa Ana lies in the very heart of a 
vast territory of land where every 
acre can do successfully all that 
GoMy’s” beloved village could 
boast. With all this territory brought 
to do its best in the way of produc­ 
tion ; with half a dozen lines 
of railroads centering within her 
limits, 
with 
manufactories 
of 
various sorts in operation, what 
will be the size of Santa Ana in five 
years, and what will it be in 
ten years? Do not be surprised when 
this plucky little town with its mar­ 
velous surroundings counts 25,000 
people inside the pueblo. And Santa 
Ana can well afford to see her pretty 
neighbor on the west Bide of the rive»1 
grow. Anaheim is the oldest, and just 
now her younger sisters are outstrip­ 
ping her to some extent; but she will 
have her day, and it will be soon. 
She too is the natural center of a sys­ 
tem of railroads. One is built, a sec­ 
ond is nearly so, a third is just be­ 
gun, and there are more to come. 
Her surroundings are as rich and 
wide as those of any of her rivals. 
Their resources are being developed, 
and they will all contribute to the 
prosperity of the central town. Our 
neighboring cities are all growing 
apace. We want them to continue to 
grow, as they inevitably must do. 
Their prosperity must contribute to 
our betterment in all respects.

This last consideration is of 
great consequence to our people, and 
really forms the factor of serious 
danger in the design of the Santa Fé 
company of diverting a portion of our 
s h ip p in g to San Diego. Let us see 
how this thing might have worked if 
lighterage were to be indefinitely con­ 
tinued. A few months ago tbe Con- 
tolidated Street Car Cable Company of 
Los Angeles sent an order to England 
for 40,000 barrels of Portland cement 
They got figures from the Southern 
Pacific railroad for its transportation 
from San Pedro to Los Angeles. 
When the cost of lighterage was added 
to these, it was found that they could 
bring that cement to this city from San 
Diego at a rate of fifty cents per 
barrel less, than they could get it by 
way of San Pedro. It is needless 
pay that jthe street railroad men 
closed with the Santa Fe Company. 
In order to meet this kind of compe­ 
tition the Southern Pacific Company 
were compelled either to run their 
line 
to 
San 
Diego, or to 
bring ship and 
sail together 
mt or near San Pedro. They have 
determined upon the latter alterna­ 
tive, and have so satisfied themselves 
upon the entire feasibility of their 
plans that they will at once commence 
work in extending their 
road 
to the new harbor and in build­ 
ing 
a 
stone pier to deep 
water. 
Of course such protection 
from roagh weather as the situation 
of the roadstead select© 1 will permit, 
is included in the work laid out. It 
will be a grand thing for our city 
when the expense of lighterage shall 
be lifted from its maritime commeroe, 


P asadena claims a population of 
15,000 people. Whether an actual 
count would or would not find so 
many bouIs in the municipal limits of 
our lively neighbor, there is no ques­ 
tion about the fact that the town is 
growing at a pace rarely equaled in 
the history of the world. Pasadena 
has large aspirations as to her future. 
Those who are not familiar with the 
way in which things are going there 
profess great incredulity as to these 
hopes 
ever 
reaching 
fruition 
when measured by the stakes which 
now mark out building sites all the 
way to Lamanda Park. Let us take a 
bird’s-eye view of Pasadena in order 
to arrive at a more intelligent con­ 
clusion as to these things. If we 
ascend in a balloon to a point directly 
over the center of the City of Pasa­ 
dena, we will notice that the one-mile 
ILó Weai tanks 
of the Arroyo Seed, thill limit­ 
ing the growth dl the city to 
the mile in that direction. To the 
south, that segment of the ring 
reaches almost to the depot at the 
Raymond. The two-mile circle passes 
away south of the lands of the Ray­ 
mond Improvement Company. To 
the west it lies far beyond the west 
buik of the Arroyo Seeo. Describ­ 
ing a three-mile circle, its west­ 
ern chord would include Garvanzo. 
To the southwest it takes in Lincoln 
Park. Directly south the whole of the 
Bacon ranch, or lhe Morengo tract is 
taken in. Easterly Lamanda Park is 
embraced, and toward the north 
Altadena is inside the magic circle. 
Four miles, all around, lies well 
up 
on 
the 
brow 
of 
the 
mountain, 
takes 
in 
Kinneloa, 
swings down to Sunny Slope, and 
catches to tbe southward the San 
Gabriel Wine Com pay’s lands below 
the winery. If one follows these 
boundaries, be will find that there is 
not such a world of territory included. 
Westerly the city is limited in its 
growth to a 
mile. 
To 
the 
east three miles reaches to La­ 
manda Park and to the south it 
goes well into the Morengo tract. 
When the exceptional character of the 
locality is considered it may appear 
that the time will not be so far away 
when this whole section will be quite 
densely populated. It may not be so 
surprising to find 50,000 people fill 
the entire area. 


Mrs. B urton has been advised that 
President Diaz has annulled the grant 
to the International Colonizatiou 
Company in Lower Califor nia.

be astonished if it result in a scandal 
not even second to the great Magda­ 
lena Bay scheme, of odorous memory.

PARENTS AND CHILDREN. 


I n te r e s tin g 
L e c tu r e 
by 
R a b b i 
S ch relb er a t tb c S y n a g o g u e . 
Rabbi Schreiber delivered the third 
and lost lecture of the course on Ly- 
curgus and Moses at the Synagogue 
on Friday evening. The division of 
the course waB entitled “ Parents and 
Children.” The text of his lecture 
was as follows; 
lhe secret bond of love of parents 
towards their offspring, and vice versa 
of children towards their parents is so 
well founded in humaa nature that it 
could not fail to exercise its ennobling 
influence even upon the rudest na­ 
tions of antiquity. By a kind of an 
instinct placed by Divine Providence 
into man’s heart, parents and chil­ 
dren are drawn as ii by magic force 
and invisible ties to each other. Even 
dumb animals have for a limited time 
this natural instinct 
of 
affection. 
This love of parents toward their 
children was, it is true, among the un­ 
civilized nations of a.physical charac­ 
ter only, but it existed all the same. 
Now, incredible as it may appear, the 
legislation of Lycurgus actually aimed 
at the total eradication of this natural 
feeling. I t had not only no place 
in 
Spartan 
laws, 
but 
was 
regarded 
superfluous, 
yea 
dan­ 
gerous 
to 
the 
interests 
of 
tbe 
Government. 
Starting 
from 
the principle that all children are the 
property of the State—of the commu­ 
nity at large—the legislation had the 
tendency to discourage, to check, yea, 
to nip in the very bud, every germ of 
parental affection. Of the many dis­ 
graceful and heartless laws in this 
respect I will only mention the fol­ 
lowing: 
All the children had to 
undergo a severe public examination 
as to their health and strength. So 
far so good, but mark what follows: 
All children 
who were 
found to 
be 
ugly, 
weak, 
or 
incapable 
of hard labor were—I can hardly 
bring it over my heart to repeat it— 
mercilessly exposed in a cave near 
the Mount Taygetus, in order that 
they might die there of starvation or 
cold. The strong, healthy ones, and 
all those hoys who wore free from 
bodily ailments, were returned to 
their parents, who had to take care of 
them until their seventh year. It 
was, however, understood that this 
education was to be as severe as pos­ 
sible. 
As 
soon 
as 
they 
bad 
passed 
their 
seventh 
year 
the 
boys Lad to leave the 
parental 
roof, and were given over to the pub­ 
lic education by the government. 
Mind, at tbe age of seven, when a 
mother’s sacrificing love and -core and 
a father's watchful eyes are most 
needed. What, then, constituted this 
public education in Bparta? It was 
simply the practice of bearing the 
most outrageous hardships. The boys 
had to go barefoot, their hair closely 
shaved, and, naked, they were com­ 
pelled to engage in prize fights with 
each other. 
In order to harden 
them still more, all boys had to 
assemble 
once 
a 
year 
at 
the 
altar of Diana, where they were raoBt 
mercilessly lashed in the presence of 
their parents and of the whole com­ 
munity. It was a by no means rare 
occurrence that children lost their 
lives in consequence of this proceed­ 
ing. They had to bear • such treatr 
ment resignedly without even utter­ 
ing a sigh. 
When covered with 
wounds and blood and about to die, 
their parents had to admonish them 
to suffer it without a murmur to the 
bitter end. In order to get them 
used to all sorts of strategic tricks 
and to sudden attacks, they were per­ 
mitted 
to steal 
from 
one an­ 
other whenever 
an 
opportunity 
arose, and only he was punished who 
was caught in the act, because he was 
not successful. 
When twelve years old the boys 
were promoted to a higher grade, 
which meant that they had to du- 
dergo a still severer discipline and 
that still greater hardships were iu 
store for them. 
From now on they 
had 
to fight 
regular 
battles 
with their hands, feet, teeth and 
nails with such stubbornness and 
perseverance, and that some of them 
frequently lost their ears, eyes, noses, 
yea, were killed before victory was 
decided; but even girl-3 had to be ed­ 
ucated with the greatest severity. 
Now, I ask, could, under such cir­ 
cumstances, parental love or respect 
and honor of children towards their 
parents, find a favorable soil iu Spar­ 
ta? 
And was the treatment of children 
much better among other natives ef 
antiquity ? By no means. 
Children 
were regarded even by the cultured 
Greeks and Romans in the light of 
property or chattels, representing only 
a certain money value. The head of 
the family in Rome had the right of 
disposing of his children’s life or 
death. Hence it is not surprising at 
all that 
children 
were 
exposed 
by 
the Romans. Even so late as 
in 
the 
age 
of 
Christian 
Emperor in the year 366, under the 
reign of Valentine, this heartless 
cruelty was still practiced. In fact, 
this outrageous crime against the 
spirit of humanity assumed 
such 
tremendous proportions, and public 
opinion and the conscience of the 
people were so much in favor of it, 
that even a philosopher of the fame 
of an Aristotle considered it right for 
children 
to 
be 
exposed. 
What 
position holds the 
legislation 
of 
Moses 
and 
tbe 
spirit 
of 
J udaism in relation to the treatment 
of children 7 
In the laws of Moses 
there is no special command concern­ 
ing the duty of parents to take proper 
physical and material care of their 
children. 
Such things were self­ 
understood and needed no special 
mention. 
But the mental training 
and spiritual care of the children was 
made a paramount duty to parents. 
“And these words which I command 
thee this day shall be in thy heart, 
and teach them diligently unto thy 
children, and speak of them when thou 
sittest in thy house and when thou 
walkest on the way. 
And if thy son 
should ask of thee what is the mean­ 
ing of these statutes and laws, then 
inform them.” The instruction of the 
children is most frequently urged, 
To offer children as sacrifices to the 
idols—a common poafcffl among the 


heathens—was punished by death in 
the legislation of Moees. 
Parents 
had no right to dispose of the lives of 
their children, and in the case of 
“ the stubborn and obstinate son,” 
the father had to lay the case before 
the elders of the city. A father had 
no right to disinherit a son. 
Anc 
what striking examples of paiental 
love and filial affection do we find in 
the life histories of Abr^m, Isaac, 
Jacob, Joseph, Jephtha and David, 
who, when hearing of the death oi 
his unnatural son, Absalom, who 
plotted and conspired against him, 
nevertheless exclaimed: “Oh, that I 
had died in thy stead, Absalom, my 
son, my son!” 
Most characteristic in this connec­ 
tion is the comparison of the love of 
God 
to 
Israel 
with 
the 
deep 
affection 
of 
parents 
for 
their 
children: 
“ Can 
a 
mother 
for­ 
get of her sucking baby, and be 
merciless against her own flesh and 
blood. Just as little will God forget 
of I*T8«1.” “ God punishes him whom 
He loveth like a father who wants to 
better his son.” “ As a father is mer­ 
ciful towards his son, so' God takes 
pity on those who venerate Him. 
Justly children are considered 
blessing by Judaism. 
Hence the 
sanctity of the family relations and 
the purity of the home life among the 
Jews from the very earliest period 
of 
their 
history. 
The 
more 
the surrounding neighbors and the 
nations of antiquity 
made 
their 
temples 
gatkering-places 
of 
un­ 
bounded license and lewdness, the 


the virtue oI their wives and chil­ 
dren. How could they bring it over 
their hearts to offer up their beloved 
sons for human sacrifices, and to give 
over their wives and daughters to 
shame? 
Judaism thus became a 
family 
religion. 
Jehovah is con-* 
ceived of as the husband of the peo­ 
ple. “Israel shall be his true and loyal 
spouse. The children of Israel are 
children. The image of Jehovah is 
that of the ideal patriar.h. Like the 
patriarch, he is the head of the spir­ 
itual family erf Moses, the law-giver, 
the judge and the guardian of domes­ 
tic purity. 
Among the most striking 
pictures of the Bible, which mark the 
covenant mode by God with Israel on 
Sinai, is the representation of a be­ 
trothal. It extols the bridal love of 
faithful Israel, even as it reproaches 
the chosen people for forsaking their 
God and attachment to the wor­ 
ship of idols. 
Thus the prophet 
Hoeea introduces Jehovah as saying: 
“Contend against your mother, con­ 
tend, for 1 am no more her spouse, 
nor is she uiy wife.” And the day of the 
triumph of the true religion is thus 
predicted: “ And I shall wed thee 
unto me forever, and I shall wed thee 
unto me in justice, and righteousness, 
in mercy and kindness, and I shall 
wed thee unto me in faithfulness aud 
thou shalt know God. On that day 
thou shalt not call me any more, my 
master, but thou shalt call me, n>y 
husband.” Thus the idea of Jehovah 
sprang from the soil of the family, 
and the conception of a devine father 
in heaven 
was derived from the 
analogy 
of 
tha 
noblest 
of 
mor 1 
institutions 
on 
earth. 
And this noble family and housewife 
was a veritable tower of strength to 
our ancestors during their long aud 
checkered history. It was the only 
ray of light amid the long dreary 
night of middle ages, warming their 
heart like a cheerful fire, when the 
icy cold of indifference and the fall­ 
ing blizzards of hate tried to poison 
and embitter their life in the Ghetto. 
To this family life we owe our im­ 
perishability and vitality, to tbe good 
mothers of Israel, to the faithful 
guardians of the Jewish lióme, we 
are indebted for the most remarkable 
fact of our very existence 
after 
so 
many 
centuries 
of 
persecu­ 
tions and oppressions unparalleled 
in the annals of human history. And, 
thank God, this jewel and treasure is 
still unsullied, and to-day, as in the 
past we can point with pride to the 
Jewish home, be it a hut or a palace, 
and exclaim: How beautiful are thy 
tents, oh, Jacob; how sweet is thy 
home-life, oh, Israel! To-day as in 
times of yore, our people participate 
in the joys and sorrows of fellow crea­ 
tures. The legislation of Lycugurg per­ 
tains only to the physical life, to the 
improvement of the body at the ex­ 
pense of the heart. livery nobler sen­ 
timent must be wiped out. Pity, mercy, 
love 
of 
parents, 
children, 
all 
must be 
eradiciated 
as human 
weakness and foibles, because “ the 
race must remain Spartan,” always 
prepared for war. To- this idol even 
the sanctity of the marriage vow had 
to be sacrificed. The legislation of 
Moses, however,' while paying due 
requard to the physical development 
of the Hebrew race, did not sacrifice 
to this consideration the spiritual and 
moral improvement of the nation. 
While, therefore, somepeoplo may 
admire that Spartan mother, who, 
when 
ipfonned 
of 
the 
death 
of 
her 
eon 
in . the 
battle­ 
field, heroically exclaimed: 
“ For 
that I have born him ?” We say that it 
is a higher and nobler ideal to live, 
to watch and to work for the material, 
meutal, 
moral 
amelioration 
and 
elevation 
of 
the 
human 
race 
and to hasten 
the fulfillment of 
the sublime 
mission 
assigned to 
Israel in the words addressed to our 
pioneer and pathfinder Abraham: 
Thrttigh thee and thy seed Shall be 
blesdR all the nations of the earth.” 
Amen. 


ANAHEIM. 


R a i l r e a d

Anaheim never looked fairer than 
she does to-day. The trees are be­ 
ginning to blossom, the orange groves 
full of golden fruit and they are 
selling at a good price. The fields for 
twenty miles around are all ankle 
deep in grass or springing grain, and 
there is a good deal of developmental 
movement in the town. Mr. Reiser’s 
new block will soon rise in graceful 
proportions, and there are others 
soon to follow. There is not a vacant 
store or residence iu Anaheim. All 
the streets have been graded and are 
now in excellent condition. 
Laet night the grade of the Santa 
Fé line was finished to the west bank 
of the Los Angeles river. The road­ 
bed is now ready for the ties as far 
east as Santa Fé Springe. To morrow 
the graders will move camp to the 
last named point and start to grade 
towards Buena Park, 
where they 
will meet the grade already made 
westward from Anaheim. There is 
only a gap fl ve miles long to grade. 
Meantime the grade from Anaheim 
to Orange is to bo done and in a few 
weeks the road is expected to be in 
operation. 
Work is being done at a rapid pace 
on the narrow guage road «to be 
built 
to 
Colton. 
There 
have 
been great improvements going for­ 
ward at this latter place. 
A hotel is 
about to be erected. A bank build­ 
ing will follow at once. 
A great 
many houses are now being built, 
and still more are contracted for. The 
narrow guage road is not to atop at 


Colten, hut graders are now working 
in the Yerba Cut to carry the track 
over the Chino Hills to join the 
track now being laid across the Chino 
ranch from Ontario. 
Richard Gird 
and the Anaheim people are to join 
forceB and carry the line southwest 
from Anaheim to tidewater at Los 
A1 amitos or Redondo. 
The Southern Pacific folks are look­ 
ing around for right-of-way for their

Later a better hotel will be put up in 
the town, and it will serve as a center 
of attraction for other enterprises to 
spring up. 


WIIAT CAN A MAN DO ON TEN ACKER ? 
People from the East who are ac­ 
customed to see a farmer eke out a 
precarious 
livelehood on 
nothing 
less 
than 
200 
or 
300 
acres 
naturally 
enough asks what 
can 
can a man do on ten acres of land ? 
He can do a good deal. 
H e canpufc 
in during the current month of Feb­ 
ruary-better if he did it a month 
i crop of barley hay. 
H e can 


reap this in Jnoe and get 15 to 20 
tons of hay off his patch. This is 
worth $150 to $ 2 0 0 . 
A m an, with the 
help of a half-grown boy, can do all 
the work and not occupy a third of 
his time. 
After the barley hay is 
harvested the land can be plowed up 
and put in corn. 
This will yield 100 
bushels to the acre. 
Com here is 
worth one cent a pound, as surely as 
double eagles are worth $20. 
The 
crop will sell for $000. There will 
be besides $25 worth of pumpkins on 
the 
ten 
acres. 
That 
will do. 
But this is not tbe best use to put it 
to1 
The ten acres can be made to 
yield more than $825. 
Let us lay it 
down to alfalfa. 
We a ill cut this 
crop six or eight tim es a year. We 
will get a ton and a half to two tons per 
acre at each cutting. 
This will give 
us os extrem es nine to sixteen tons of 
hay a year for each acre. Take a fair 
average, twelve tons an acre a year. 
That is 120 tons a year for the little 
farm. It is worth $10 a ton. 
Now 
we get $1200 as th e gross result. 
That íb $100 a m onth. But there is 
better use to put alfa! fa to than to sell 
it 
for 
$10 
per 
ton. 
If 
this 
crjp is properly handled it will 
feed 
a 
very 
respectable 
dairy. 
Any practical iarm er knows that a 
little herd of ten cows can be m ain­ 
tained on this. 
He can easily com­ 
pute how m any pounds of bntter can 
be made from ten Jersey cows. B atter 
will sell here at 25 to 50 cents a pound 
ad the year. This will give us at 
least fifty per cent, more profit than 
by Belling the hay. 
A good farmer 
will not follow the advice given above 
in any of its phases. 
He will wisely 
divide up even his little ten acres. 
He will devote an acre to oranges and 
m arket $300 to $500 worth of fruit 
a year. 
He will have a couple 
of acres in 
the 
best 
deciduous 
fruits, five acres in alfalfa which he 
will feed to stock of various kinds. He 
will have a bit for barley hay to be 
followed by a crop of corn on same, 
and potatoes on the re6t. There will be 
a chicken yaTd the profits of which 
are very large. On this plan the $825 
made on first plan will sink into 
insignificancy, the $1200 made by the 
sale of the alfalfa crop will be utterly 
eclipsed, the $1800 produced by the 
butter making will be surpassed. 
On 
the little ten acre farm an industrious 
and intelligent m an will pocket $200 
a month. 
I t will, as certainly as can be, be­ 
come the pleasure of all concerned 
at no distant day to point to F ruit­ 
land as one of the rewards of devel­ 
opment in this sunny land of South­ 
ern California. It need not surprise 
any reader of this article to see this 
in a few years, with all the features of 
prosperity here outlined 
developed 
to magnificent proportions. 
In addi­ 
tion to this it need not surprise any of 
us to see Fruitland the center of 
lm¡ge manufacturing industries. Fair- 
vrow is only about three miles from 
Fruitland, and at the former point 
has been developed a well of natural 
gas whose possibilities cannot be over­ 
estimated. Tne well is not very deep 
yet. 
It tapB only a stratum of “ wild” 
gas. 
W hen the well is sunk to tap 
the “ pocket” a great stream of illum i­ 
nating, heating and power-producing 
gas may be expected. T hat the gas- 
bearing belt underlies Frnitland is not 
to be doubted. Tbe opinion of ex­ 
perts has been had on this subject. 
Experim ents are to be made in the 
way of testing the correctness of these 
views. T hat the experim ents will be 
successful can hardly be questioned 
And, by the way, Fruitland is at 
once to have railway communication. 
The Santa Ana, Fairview and Pacific 
Railroad will pass directly through 
Fruitland. 
The contract is let to 
grade the road from Santa Ana to 
Newport harbor. 
The ties are on ihe 
spot and the iron expected in a few 
days.

Again, the offensive m atter hardens and deposits itself on the membrane in the 
shape of dry, hard concretions, w lieh are discharged by the way of the nostrils or throat 
iu lumps or fragments of a deep green tint. In some casos these iuoruttntlons accumu­ 
late to such au extent as to form a regular plug iu the nose, which obstructs breathing 
and produces serious discomfort. So firmly do these Incrustutions adhere to tlic point 
of attachment that their removal usually requires the most violent efforts and not «in­ 
frequently they have to be torn from the membrane.

How the Members of In­ 
spector Brynes’ Force 
Were Trained. 


HEWtYORK DETECTIVE BUREAU 


How a Very Accurate Knowledge 
of C rim inal Classes is Gained. 
Wom^n as Detectives. 


It was just 10 o’clock the other 
morning as I turned off Houston 
atreet into Mulberry, and went into 
the modest building which is the 
headquar era of the New York police. 
In the long flagged hallway stood 
groups of men in citizens’ clothes 
detective sergoante not yet started on 
the day’s assignment anti a few re­ 
porters. Beyond the first window, on 
the left-hand side, half-way down the 
hall, is a darkened door, that looks as 
if it were unused. If you pull what 
appears to be the bell-knob there is 
no ringing response, for it is in reality 
the handle to an interior knocker, 
which 
can 
only 
be 
heard 
in 
the private office of Inspector Byrnes, 
the Chief oí tho Detective Bureau. 
After tugging at the knob, I waited 
and listened: not a shadow fell acróss 
th e curtained glass door. 
Suddenly, 
without a warning click, the door 
opened; a large ana solid, dark-mous­ 
tached man, with an inquiring look 
on his face, slipped out. 
Then a 
smile of recognition drove away the 
* 
questioning expression. 
“ Just go round the other way. I’ll 
be at leisure in a few minutes,” he 
said, in a low, pleasant voice that in 
some way made you think this man 
never lost his temper. 
The door 
closed as silently as it had opened. 
To get to the detective department 
yon pass through the general office, 
just off the hall at the entrance, go 
through a couple of rooms and cross 
a covered passage, a sort of bridge of 
sighs, leading from one wing of the 
building to another, above the court. 
On one side you look down upou a 
heap of old boxes and on the other 
upon some miniature back yards, 
with women hanging out clothes. 
Both glimpses are rather picturesque 
and make one think of Nuremberg or 
Yerona, and you instinctively look 
for the stream from which these boats 
have been taken and 
wlieio the 
women 
have been washing 
the 
clothes. After a little waiting in the 
m ain office I went through several 
little rooms with thick, soft carpets 
and self-closing padded doors that 
swnng to without a jar, and reached 
th e large, roomy private office of the 
famous detective, Inspector Byrnes, 
who rose from his desk with a cordial 
greeting. 
Inspector Byrnes is about the aver­ 
age height, strong in build, features 
regular and little in them that betray 
his Irish birth; a heavy mustache 
half conceals his mouth, his hair is 
slightly gray, as from hard meDtal 
work; a slight baldness 
in front 
gives a broad expanse of forehead, 
which is widening from year to year. 
Inspector 
Byrnes is an amiable, 
bank, modest man, a good talker, 
possessed of a wide knowledge of 
men and affairs; a thorough disciplin­ 
arian, but just and kindly in his gov­ 
ernment, with a remarkable memory 
for names and 
faces, a thorough 
knowledge 
of 
the methods 
and 
haunts of professional criminals as 
well as a native keenness and intu­ 
itive faculty which come into play in 
•cases where the professional criminal 
is not concerned. 
HOW MEN BECOME DBTECTIVE8. 
* 
I was fortunate in finding the In­ 
spector in a talkative mood. 
After 
i 
some conversation ( asked him : 
“ How do men become detectives, 
anyway? What training, and what 
natnral traits must a man have?” 
. “ That is a hard question to answer 
off-hand,” said the Inspector slowly. 
“ The most important tiling, I should 
aay, is that men hava a distinct liking 
—an undoubted passion—for this lino 
of duty. That is essential. Of course, 
many youthful aspirants are deceived 
in regard to their own tastes. I get 
a dozen letters a week from men and 
women all over the country who want 
to becomo detectives. 
They detail 
what they consider qnalifications, but 
but ten to one they’ve been reading 
eo-called detective stories, and are 
laboring under an imaginative delus- 
that in some cases amounts to a mo­ 
nomania. 
Yes, Bir, a man must like the busi­ 
ness, and know that he likes it, and 
that he has a natural aptitude for it. 
That is the indispeusible requisite. 
Then ho must have perseverance, 
youth, intelligence, enthusiasm for 
his work. 
He must be thorough and 
zealous, and especially he must be 
tenacious. A good officer will lay his 
plans and go over a case, and perliapB 
fa il; then he goes back and begins 
all over again, doing his work in the 
aecond line as carefully as at tho first; 
perhaps he will fail a half dozen 
times, but he has the bull-dog in him 
and he is up and at it again. That’s 
the kind of man that succeeds in this 
business; the man who does some­ 
thing hard does it by patience, persis­ 
tence and tenacity. Why, I wouldn’t 
give a cent to do something anybody 
can do. If a man is shot down here 
in the street and an officer on the 
other side of the Btreet runs across 
and arrests the mnrderer, there’s no 
credit in it. 
“ But in talking about the personal 
traits a detective must possess to do 
good work, I must not neglect to say 
that all these are of no avail if he 
does not have a thorough knowledge 
of professional criminals. Of coarse, 
the large proportion of crimes are 
crimes against property. Thieving in 
one form or another.” 
“ How is the knowledge acquired?” 
Tasked. 
“ Oh. in various-ways; by visiting 
their haunts, perhaps, or some nat­ 
urally pick it up in knocking about 
New York. If a young man of in­ 
quiring turn of mind sees a fellow 
who seems a little suspicious, he in­ 
quires about him, takes notes and 
perhaps talks with him. This local 
knowledge of criminals 
gradually 
widens, for all professionals come 
here at one time or another; the 
budding detective sees new faces, and 
keeps his records as he picks up in­ 
formation. 
Then he müst study 
classes of crime. Professional crim­ 
inals are very clannish; thev run in 
S 
ings, the bank sneaks together, the 
otol men, and so on through all 
classos of work. 
Thev are all 
grouped and classified. There are, of 
coarse, some general thieves, but not 
many. Now, a man must be ac­ 
quainted not only with the thieve* 
_ * e, but with the modus oper* 
i d thedifferent eiaeeee of work.

instruments, or James Lee, alias 
Hartman, alias Coleman, whoee regu­ 
lar scheme is to act as Custom House 
Collector, giving bogus orders for 
packages at the Custom House, after 
the victim has paid the supposed 
charges on the samo. The method of 
procedure of a given class of thieves 
is about the same in all cases; 
variations are easily recognizable. 
Occasionally, of course, an ingen­ 
ious fellow turns up with something 
new, but not often. 
A young detec­ 
tive has at first only to acquaint him­ 
self with the general lines in which 
various classes of thieves work, and 
ho must be always willing and eager 
to learn something new. 
I’d rather 
take a brand new man, bright and en­ 
thusiastic, and teach him the profes­ 
sion, than have a man who knew a 
good deal about thieves and thought 
he knew it all. The moment you meet 
a man who knows it all, you meet a 
fool. 
And tho days are few and far 
between in which I cannot learn 
something between the timo I get up 
and the time I go to bed.” 


INSPECTOR BYRNE8’ FORCE. 
“ How about the make-up of your 
own force here?” 
‘I have fifty men under me. Most 
of them are American-born, I believe. 
The way they come up is about this, 
usually : A young man is one of three 
or four children; his father belongs to 
the ordinary walks of life, and can 
only give him a good common school 
education. The young fellow learns 
a trade. He soon finds in that the 
best lie can do is to earn $3 a day, 
and that only during ten months 
of 
the 
year. 
He is ambitions 
and intelligent, and wants to do 
better. 
If he can 
get 
on the 
police force he has steady employ­ 
ment at $100 per month, which is 
better than lie can do in his trade. 
After he gets on the force, if he has 
some native shrewdness and pluck he 
attracts attention to himself. As a 
oatrolman ho is serving his appren­ 
ticeship, learning the ways of thieves, 
or adding in a regular way to the 
helter-skelter knowledge 
he 
had 
pi -ked up before. 
If he is ambitious 
and thorough he will not remain a 
patrolman. It may be two, even five 
years, but he is bound to rise. A 
man must help himself; he must 
show what is in him*. 
When I find 
man with the needed experience 
and knowledge of the criminal classes 
together with a natural aptitude for 
detective work, bring I him up here. 
But in every case he has had police 
training before he is put on the de­ 
tective force.” 
Does this apply to your case, In­ 
spector?” 
“ Most certainly,” was the reply. 
Let me Bee. 
I ’ve been on the force 
about twenty-five years. I became a 
patrolman in the Fifteenth precinct 
in 1.862. The Fifteenth, a number of 
vears ago, was in the heart of New 
York, about what the Twenty-ninth 
is now, full of low resorts of all kinds. 
It was there that I got a good knowl­ 
edge of thieves. I was naturally am­ 
bitious "and took an interest in ray 
work, but it was five or six vears be­ 
fore I got up to roundsman. We used 
to have in those days what we called 
car detectives, and it was in that ca­ 
pacity I got my Btart. It was in 1869 
I became Sergeant, and the next year 
Captain. 
“But it was not until 1879 that I 
was given the duty of reorganizing 
this department. 
There were onlv 
twenty-eight or thirty men then; I 
have increased the number to fifty. 
Ten of these constitute the proba­ 
tionary corps. (They are called de­ 
tective officers and receive $1200 per 
year.) The rest are now ranked as 
detective Sergeants and receive the 
some pay as police Sergeants. As 
fast as there are vacancies among the 
Sergeants members of the Detective 
Oflce Corps are promoted. 
“I want to sp^ak right here of a 
couple of fallacies of the popular 
mind 
in 
regard 
to 
the 
de­ 
tective 
business. 
First, 
the old 
¡dea of setting a thief to catch a 
thief is all nonsense. 
Why, you 
could not trust 
your man—would 
have to have another to watch hm. 
No, you must have thoroughly honest 
and reliable men. 
Of course, we 
sometimes get information from one 
thief about another, but never do we 
employ a man who has ever been a 
crook. The second popular fallacy is 
that the detective is a regular variety 
and liglitning-change man, who at 
will undergoes transformatiyn of ap­ 
pearance and language, something 
like the Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hvda 
business. People fancy that a collec­ 
tion of wigs, whiskers, moustaches 
and a make-up apparatus, together 
with a wardrobe that wonld put a va­ 
riety actor to shame, is a regular and 
necessary part of the outfit of a de­ 
tective bureau. That is all buncombe 
You get that in dime novels and 
French detective stories. 
Years ago 
in foreign countries that kind r.f thing 
was, perhaps, resorted to, but never 
nowadays. 
The most a man does 
here, perhaps, is to chango clothes. 
“I was just speaking a moment ago 
about the reorganization of the de­ 
tective bureau. 
The first thing we 
did after increasing the force of de­ 
tective Sergeants was to establish an 
office in the Stock Exchange. This 
was in 1880. Before that time it was 
a matter of almost daily occurrence 
to have messenger boys robbed, tin 
boxes stolen; 
indeed, the whole 
lower portion of the city was infested 
with thieves of all sorts. There had 
probably been seven millions of dol­ 
lars stolen between 1875 and 1880, 
when 
we 
put 
a 
sub-office 
on 
Wall 
stroet. 
Twelve men were 
stationed 
there; 
always 
one or 
two 
inside, 
in addition 
to the 
officer in charge, for use on call, 
and the rest outside. 
That office is 
connected with all the principal banks, 
as well as with headquarters here. 
We have established a deadline run­ 
ning through Fulton and Greenwich 
streets, ana any professional criminal 
found below that line is arrested on 
sight. 
If a thief wants to go to a 
place of business below Fulton, he 
must get permission, and one of our 
men goes along with him and then 
conducts him back across the line 
again. It may be truthfully said that 
hardly a dollar has been stolen by pro­ 
fessional thieves in Wall street and the 
banking district since that office was 
put into the Stock Exchange.” 


W HERE THE MEN ARB DETAILED. 
“ How are the rest of the detective 
force detailed?” I asked. 
“They are on duty at all times, 
and are assignod to different dnties 
according to circumstances. 
A cer­ 
tain number are sent in the theatres 
every night. The detective officers 
must be at all large weddings, recep­ 
tions, balls and such places. No 
men are stationed At given hotels, but 
are given hotel duty; others a»* 
signed to the different railroads. 
Whan not on special business the of- 


where they live, what places they 
frequent, who they are running with 
and all about them. 
Indeed, one 
great function of the bureau is to put 
thieves under as perfect surveillance 
as possible. All this information is 
made a matter of careful record and 
classification. We know the people 
in every line of business, and can put 
our hands on most of them. 
‘Now, take a case of house bur­ 
glary. Usually there is little orno 
trace left behind. Well, we look over 
the people who are in that line. 
We 
know that John Smith is in prison in 
Massachusetts, that George Jones is 
in Chicago, and so on. 
With perse­ 
verance the thing is brought down to 
perhaps half a dozen people; we set­ 
tle it without doubt that one of them 
committed the offense, then we must 
fix on the right person. 
It takes 
persistence, downright work and in­ 
genuity after you are certain of 
the man, to get sufficient eviden e 
to convict him. But all the way 
through it is our knowledge of thieves, 
their haunts, ways and companions 
that helps us out. We don’t trust to 
marvelous intuition. It requires, first 
of all, knowledge of the people you 
aro dealing with, then patience, thor­ 
oughness, pertinacity and intelligence. 
“I am speaking, you see, of profes­ 
sional criminals and their doings. It 
is very different with cases of aggra­ 
vated, unpremeditated crimes, as of 
murderous assault or actual killing. 
Most of such cases are due to women, 
drink or the heat of passion, and nine 
out of ten of them are easy, for the 
tracks are not covered, and there are 
frequent witnesses. But with the pro­ 
fessional, working at night without 
detection in the act, it is a different 
and more complicated matter. 
“Como out here, and I ’ll show you 
how we keep track of these fellows.” 
As we walked back to the main 
office, I inquired concerning women 
as detectives. 
“ Well,” said the Inspector, “you 
must not print this, for it might 
sound uncharitable, but I will just 
say that, though I have used women 
in some clieses of work, they aro not 
to be depended upon. I ’ve always 
had to have some one else to watch 
the women who did any work for me. 
It is ungracioiiB to say it, but that is 
my experience. A good, virtuous, 
pure woman is not likely to go into 
the detective business, and if one 
does she probably loses her self- 
ect, gets slangy in her language, 
even worse. No, there i* litile 
need of women in this business, and 
I advise them to keep out of it. There 
are exceptions to the general rule, of 
course, but they serve only as a foil 
to others.” 
Whon we reached the general office 
of the detective burean the Inspector 
unlocked a tall case in the wall. 
“This is the rogues’ gallery, and is 
like a huge book with the side fas­ 
tened to the wall. When the door is 
unlocked the panels swing oat, one 
after another, like the leaves of a 
book. 
Each of the huge pages con­ 
tains the history of many crimes and 
criminals, for on both sides it is cov­ 
ered with photographs of professional 
thieves and evil-doers. 
This form of the rogues’ gallery is 
the invention of Sergeant Adams,who 
has charge of the photograph and 
record department. Only those who 
are professionals are honortd with a 
place in this collection. We could 
not make room for first offenders.” 
Tho Inspector took out one of the 
>hotographs. 
“ Here, you see, is the 
ellow’s pedigree printed on the back. 
This, for instance, is Jimmy Hope, 
the famous bank burglar, whom we 
brought book from California a short 
time ago to fill an unexpired sentence 
at Auburn prison. He was the prin­ 
cipal in the robbery of the Manhattan 
Saving Institution, from which nearly 
$3 000,000 in money and securities was 
taken, in 1878. He is supposed to be 
the only man who knows where the 
unrecovered securities are. 


REPORTED CRIMINALS. 
“ When we take a man’s picture we 
have fifty copies struck off. Forty of 
these are placed in the rogues’ galler­ 
ies, just like this one, in different pre­ 
cincts of the city. The rest are care­ 
fully filed, to be sent away or used in 
case of need. We exchange with po­ 
lice of other cities, both here and 
abroad. By this method we get pict­ 
ures of nearly all the first-class peo­ 
ple, as we call them, of the country, 
and a good many foreign criminals 
When a man dies or reforms, his pict- 
ture is removed. If a reformed crim­ 
inal goes back to his old life, his 
picture is replaced. One thing wo in­ 
sist on is that no obstacle shall be 
placed in the way of a man who 
really wants to reform, and he is 
aided in every reasonable way to 
carry out his good intentions. 
Quite 
a number do reform. 
I can think of 
perhaps a dozen men now, who years 
ago, were professional thieves, and 
who have become wealthy citizens; 
a great many are not, of course, so 
successful.” 
• 
What class are the most difficult 
to deal with?” 
Burglars are the most desperate 
class of criminals, and if arrested with 
ilunder, often resist. 
Then, too, 
lurglary is hard to handle, because if 
the criminal escapes it is hard to lo­ 
cate the particular people who did 
the job. Sneak thieves, too, are diffi­ 
cult to trace, because both this class 
and the burglar as a rule, enter and 
vithout being seen.”

“Are many 
of 
t 
m en?” 
“No, not a large per cent. Forgers 
and confidence men have better 
schooling and training than the other 
classes, except, perhaps, 
counter­ 
feiters.” 
‘ This fellow, Dr. Bliss, a sneak, is 
a man of fine education, and a physi­ 
cian by profession.” 
“ Here is a smooth-looking young 
rascal, Charles Fisher, with a lot of 
aliases; he had a classical education 
in Germany. We had his picture out 
a few years ago, when he promised to 
reform, but it didn’t stay out long. 
“This fellow, a bunko steerer, Hun­ 
gry Joe, was cute enough to come it 
over Oscar Wilde, who gave him a 
check for $5000, but came to his 
senses in time to stop payment. 
“ Here we have an ex-Governor, 
Moses of South Carolina, who lias 
just finished his sentence in Massa­ 
chusetts for swindling Colonel T. W. 
Higginson and other prominent peo­ 
ple about Boston. He is one of our 
most accomplished people, though 
not a very clever workman. 
“ A fine lot of phizes, aren’t they ? 
“ Now you wouldn’t think most of 
them were criminals to meet them on 
the street. A few have twisted their 
faces a little, but this instantaneous 
photography is too much for them 
nowadays.” 
“ Who photographs them?” The 
inspector laughed. “ He is not known. 
I will say, though, that it is one of the 
best artists in the city. It would hurt 
his business, if it were generally 
known that he was photographer to 
the rogues’ gallery. We have a pri­ 
vate entrance to his place, and take 
‘ »there to betpb 


taken in one room, and in the next 
some of the most prominent society 
women of the city.” 
We crossed the inclosed passageway 
over the court and entered the little 
office of Sergeant Adams, where the 
records are kept. Over the Sergeant’s 
desk is a big case of drawers, contain­ 
ing long, stont envelopes. Each of 
these envelopes is numbered.” 
“There are probably 10,000 envel­ 
opes in these drawers,” said the In­ 
. ictor. “That number will cover all 
the first-class people in this country. 
Here we keep complete recsrd of the 
doings of criminals in the shape of 
newspaper clippings, certified records 
of courts and manuscript notes. Each 
person is entered in an index book 
under a number, which is placed in 
the envelope containing his history. 
All we have to do to look up a,man is 
to glance at the index, find the num­ 
ber, take out the envelope and look 
over its contents.” 
The Inspector opened a large book 
on the desk. 
“ Here, for instance, isLangdon W. 
Moore, alias Charley Adams, a bank 
burglar, one of the most notorious in 
his line. His number is 2123.” 
One of the drawers was opened and 
i envelope taken out, numbered 
2123. 
Here is his history; this is the 
last bit, this newspaper 
clipping, 
which tells that in 1880, in Massa­ 
chusetts, he was sentenced to sixteen 
yea s. If he should escape, a note 
would be made of it and then insert­ 
ed here.” 
‘ ‘ We are constantly adding to this 
collection information which comes 
from all parts of the country, and the 
biographical matter is kept up to date. 
This system you see is much superior 
to the old scrap books, for here all 
data about a given criminal is in one 
place and just where you can put 
your hand on it in a moment. We 
are enabled often by means of tbe in­ 
formation we have here 
to help 
the indentiflcation and prose­ 
cution of criminals in various parts 
of the country and 
in 
Europe. 
Only a couple of weeks ago the 
Chief of Police 
of 
an 
English 
city sent me a couple of pictures and 
asked about the parties represented, 
and I gave him their full pedigree. 
We are in constant communication 
with foreign police and often assist in 
conviction of American thieves who 
are doing the Continent.” 
There was a hurried rap at the 
door; a few words in a low tone 
passed betw'een the Inspector and an 
officer. He took up liis hat, and with 
a nod and a word or two of apology 
hastily left the room. 
I followed 
almost immediately, and just as I 
reached the street door, saw the In­ 
spector jump into a cab, which rattled 
rapidly away around the corner.—[N. 
Y. Cor., St. Louis Globe, Democrat.

STYLES AND FASHIONS. 


For full-dress toilets the demi-train­ 
ed skirts are in great favor in New 
York this winter for afternoon re­ 
ception 
and 
dinner gowns. 
The 
fronts are made in directoire style, 
flat from belt to foot, without hip dra­ 
pery, and are laid in irregular plaits 
with that in the middle being broader 
than all the others. A broad trim­ 
ming crosses the foot and may con­ 
sist of ruche or pinked flounces, but is 
more often a brocaded border woven 
in the three breadths in front and 
sides, or else it is of a very rich lace 
or passementerie 
placed fiat, with 
its scalloped or pointed edge turned 
upward. 
Gowns of tulle iu quaint colors are 
worn at balls and are trimmed with 
flowers or else with ornaments of 
silver or gilt in the form of leaves 
and vines. The skirts are made of 
the correct dancing length, just rest­ 
ing on the floor. In some of these 
gowns the skirt is laid in large plaits 
from belt to foot, in others the back 
breadths hang straight and full. 
Evening toilets, both for young and 
married ladies, are composed of silk 
and there is an immense variety in 
the patterns and textures of the silken 
materials. Plain and moire silks are 
combined with figured broche silks 
uud satins, chiefly in stripes. 8ome 
plain uloire silks are seen striped 
with the same material in satin, the 
wider stripes ornamented with gar­ 
lands of raised flowers. On other 
fabrics the ground is of a satin in pale 
color, and the flower pattern on this 
to answer is outlined delicately yet 
sharply on the rich deep pile. Be­ 
tween the wide stripes are narrow 
oneB in darker shade of satin, figured 
with velvet spots and sprays with 
silk broche pekins with scattered 
flowers in their natural colors on the 
light or dark satin stripes. These 
are employed 
for dressy evening 
toilets, especially for married ladies. 
Verv costly silk 
fo: 
; dresses for evening 
wear for young ladies are of delicate 
hues embroidered with silk to cor­ 
respond and trimmed with point lace, 
silver and gold lace. The draperies 
and pleats are often caught back, or 
ornamented with tassels of the same 
colors as the foundation staffs and 
the trimming, should this be in gold 
or silver. 
In the way of gauzes some very 
pretty costumes have just made their 
appearance ¿rom the Paris market 
and are already attracting some con­ 
siderable attention among tbe leading 
dealers in this line of goods. 
They 
have a mottled appearance and are 
extremely bright, and glisten like 
pounded ice, the effect being obtained 
solelr by the weaving ana without 
admixture of metallic threads. These 
and the tulles and tarlatans travers­ 
ed by narrow semi-opaque lines, and 
others 
covered 
with 
tiny woven 
specks d o larger than a pin’s point, 
are now infinitely perferred to plain 
tulle, which looks poor and dull by 
their side, and is more often used to 
soften down the brilliance of satin 
than for any other purpose. 
The new gauzes are simply made 
up, generally with a double skirt— 
the second one slightly draped—and 
iderskirts, 
mounted 
on 
eta 
und 
which are trimmed ronnd the edge 
with a double frilling (very little 
gathered) pinked out in Vandykes, 
libbons are the only suitable trim­ 
ming, and for this purpose both faille 
and satin are used one or two inches 
and a half in width. Often the up­ 
per skirt 
is bordered 
with the 
narrower of these two ribbons, o ra 
few Dands of wider ribon may be 
seen here and there and finished off 
with a loosely-made bow. 
Some­ 
times bows of libb m are scattered in 
different parts of the upper skirt with­ 
out any attempt at regularity, while 
at others the decoration consists of a 
cascade of loops and long ends placed 
on one side only, or on both a little 
below the hips, so as to tuck up the 
material panier fashon. Plain silk, 
satin aud watered silk bodices of the 
same color generally complete the 
gown, with draped berthas of gauze 
and shoulder knots.

He needs practice to learn 
how to manage a good thing after he 
has been for years used to a bad 
thing. The protests against the 
phaltum pavement might have some 
weight were there no long stretches 
of such pavement anywhere in the 
world. But the experience of the 
cities we have named is a complete 
answer to every objection.—[Manu­ 
facturer.

The entries 
on the books of the grocer and butch­ 
er showed accounts personally tra n ­ 
sacted with the defendant at the 
time, and a burial certificate produced 
from the Health Department at St. 
Louis bore the signature of Finnegan 
himself, signed on the very day of 
the safe robbery, he having been an 
undertaker as well as a liveryman. 
Then the hotel tegister was produced 
and the handwriting of the two Fin­ 
negans did not correspond. There 
were a score of witnesses on either 
side—all honest and sincere, and all 
confident that they were right. On

hand was documentary 
evidence, but on the other hand 
the scar ou Finnegan’s thigh was in 
itself a silent but eloquent witness.

The Rematas of Canova’s 
Statue at Washington. 


FRAGMENTS SAVED FROM FIRE. 


How a Superb A rt-W ork Was De­ 
stroyed in 1880 by the B urning 
• f North C arolina's Capitol. 


Your correspondent to-day resur­ 
rected the fragments of the most fa­ 
mous statue of a public man in 
America. 
They are all that is left of 
Canova’s statue of Washington, once, 
in all its beauty and artistic greatness, 
the pride of the State. Canova, more 
nearly th in any man in modern 
times, approached the ancient artists 
of renown, and this statue he re­ 
garded as one of his masterpieces. 
The Legislature of this State in 1815 
ordered the statue to be made “as an 
embellishment of the capítol, in the 
rotunda of which it shall be placed, 
and as a tribute from the people 
of North Carolina to the memory of 
Washington, the soldier, the patriot, 
the hero.” The commission was given 
the illustrious Canova, who threw 
hiB soul into the work. In 1820 it 
was completed. By an act of Con­ 
gress, the frigate Macedonia 
was 
ordered to bring it to America, and 
did so. The statue was brought to 
Wilmington, and was thence trans­ 
ported up the Cape Fear River to 
Fayetteville. It was there received 
with great joy by the patriotic people, 
and preparations were made for its 
transportation to Raleigh. 
Carefully 
covered with planks and beams, it 
was at length arranged upon a sort of 
wagon, drawn by twenty-four horses, 
ana 
was slowly moved over the 
forty-five miles of rough road between 
Fayetteville and Raleigh. An escort

the display. On arrival at Raleigh 
the statute was taken to what was 
then known as the “Governor’s Pal­ 
ace,” at one end of Fayettville street. 
It remained in the street there for a 
day or two, while a pageant wa pre­ 
pared to make its arrival at the Cap­ 
itol. It was drawn to the Capitol by 
a great nunibei of gayly caparisoned 
horses, under the escort of the mili­ 
tary, the Governor and State officers 
being in the proces>ion, as als-> the 
Chief Justice of the United and other 
distinguished men. 
Salvos of artil­ 
lery greeted it as it reached the Cap 
itol. It was placed upon its pedestal 
in the rotunda, and a little later was 
unveiled in the presence of a num­ 
ber of dignitaries. 
It was of the purest Carraia marble, 
and represented Washington in the 
costume of a Roman General, seated 
upon a chair. In hiB left hand was a 
tablet, in hia right a stylus. 
Beside 
him were his short sword and belt, 
and below this were the words: “A. 
Canova faciebát, Rorasc, 1820.” Upon 
the lofty pedestal were bas reliefs 
representing scenes in Washington’s 
military career, the designs bold, yet 
exquisite, and about one-eighth life 
size. 
People of culture came to 
Raleigh from far and near to see the 
Btatue. 
A soft light fell upon it 
through the rotunda from above, and 
the offect was very striking. 
The 
likeness was perfect, and many old 
veterans 
of 
the 
Revolution pro­ 
nounced it the noblest likeness of the 
great hero, 
In 1825 Lafayette visited North Car­ 
olina as the honored guest of the State 
and its whole people. 
Immediately 
upon his arrival here be was taken to 
see the statue ot his beloved friend 
and commander. An artist was pres­ 
ent and has preserved for us the only 
picture of the statue. 
Washington 
sits, serenely calm, in all the grandeur 
of marble, while below stands Laf&y* 
ette, in his costume Oí me gentleman 
QÍ ttie period, looking earnestly at the 
face of the hero. On Lafayette’s arm 
rests a lady’s hand, and beside .him is 
a trim figure in the quaint costume of 
a lady of the day. 
This was Miss 
Eleanor Haywood, then a noted belle 
and toast, at whose father’s house 
Lafayette was for a time a guest. 
Strange to say, in 1874, this lady, 


irall preferred. Of all the sculpture 
of the base only one fragment re­ 
mains. It is that which illustrates 
the meeting of Washington and Lafay­ 
ette. Turning over a slab, the soft 
dost of years was rubbed off. and 
there was revealed a marvelously 
cu red Roman sword and its belt, 
while below, in a sweeping script, was 
the inscription: “A. Canova f&ciebat, 
Romae, 1820.” The fragments of this 
once superb work have just been 
placed in the State Museum.—[St.

KING CAUCUS. 


Pedigree of the Potentate 
and History in America. 


HIS PRESENT PROUD POSITION. 


His Power in D irecting P arty 
Measures and Securing Their 
Success is Becoming G reater. 


The caucus as a means of promot­ 
ing the interests of a political party 
- or an individual has had a steady 
growth in the United States during 
the last fifty years. It becomes more 
popular aud more numerous every 
year. ItB power in directing party 
measures and securing their success 
is becoming greater. 
The United 
States Senate sixty years ago was en­ 
gaged in a heated discussion of the 
caucus with a view to discouraging it 
and protecting their dignity by pre­ 
venting the use of the word caucus in 
the Senate chamber: the majority 
side of that body are now engaged in 
urging a caucus with the argument 
that party loyalty demands it. The 
odious reputation of the system which 
was due to a want of disinterested­ 
ness in its objects and impartiality in 
its methods disappeared as as the po 
litieul field was enlarged and skill in 
the political art developed. 
It is 
now 
a 
fixed 
political 
institu­ 
tion, recognized, fostered and en­ 
couraged by oil grades of 
poli­ 
ticians from the ward delegate to the 
*■ 
members of the highest branoh of 
the National Legislature. 
The cau­ 
cus is of a variety of kinds—the na­ 
tional caucus, the State caucus, the 
district caucus, the town caucus, the 
ward caucus and caucusses of “hon­ 
orable, 
dangerous 
consequences.” 
The success o! an individual frequent­ 
ly depends on one of those meetings, 
and in such cases as in that of th< 
last election of a United States Sena­ 
tor from Missouri, the caucus is urged 
-as a paTty necessity. It is even ar­ 
gued that there is an unwritten party 
Taw which no faithful partisan can 
afford to violate by refusing to enter 
the caucus and abide its decision 
But the name “caucus” is now ap­ 
plied to various kinds of political 
meetings, and it does not necessarily 
denote a secret conference. 
Webster, 
in his “ word-book,” says the “cau­ 
cus” is a meeting preliminary to an 
election, and as such it is already be­ 
ginning to bloom for the election to 
be held next November. 
It wad first 
defended on the ground that there 
was no need of consultation or cau­ 
cusing to bring support to political 
meauq^es which the people favor, 
and to prevent Belf-nominations. Its 
use, however, lias come to be more 
the furthering of the interests of per­ 
sons than of measures. It is the 
most useful instrument of the clever 
^jpolitician. 
Political writerrs of the past half 
^-asntury uniformly recognize the cau­ 
cus in affairs and John Adams wrote 
in defense of the system in his late 
years, “Caucuses of politicians, cau­ 
cases of plebiaus, always prevailed at 
Rome and in other free countries. 
Our revolution was effected by caucus 
the Federal Constitution was formed 
by caucus and the Federal adminis­ 
tration was sustained by it.” But the 
name by which those meetings are 
known was not adopted into the 
English language without opposition, 
protests and apologies, and some of 
the stormy times through which it 
has passed are interesting. 
Gor­ 
don, 
in 
his 
history 
publish­ 
ed in 
1788, says 
that 
-“more 
than fifty years ago; Samuel Adams’ 
father and twenty others used to 
meet, make a caucus and lay their 
£lan for introducing certain persons 
ito trust and power,” and in his ref­ 
erence to “ caucus” said: “I t is a low 
word, less used of late than formerly; 
and although its origin is not well 
ascertained, yet is is reputed to have 
been first brought into use in Boston.” 
At that time the story was told that 
the ropemakers of Boston formed a 
society, at the meetings of which in­ 
flammatory speeches were delivered, 
and violent resolutions passed against 
the British Government, and the To­ 
ries in derision called these assemblies 
“calkers’ meetings,” which at length 
was corrupted to “caucus.” But in 
the writings of Samuel Adams prior 
to the bloody collisions between the 
British soldiery and the ropemakers 
and calkers of “the hub,” frequent 
mention is made of the “caucus,” 
which, whatever its origin, first came 
into use to denote a certain kind of 
political meeting. 
The theory of the caucus was known 
to the children of Israel, who made 
considerable progress in that branch 
of the politicians’ art. When Gideon 
died Abimelech wanted the judgeship 
which the death of his father made 
vacant, and he had no reliance except 
the skillful manipulation of the politi­ 
cal wires to obtain it. He belonged to 
the tribe of Manasseh, and he resorted 
to all of the wiles of the modern dem­ 
agogue to call about him a following 
from the Shechemites of the kinship 
of his motber by going to Schechem, 
where 
he 
“communed,” 
or 
“ made a caucus,” with her brethren 
and all the family of his mother’s 
father to induce them to solicit votes 
for him in that city. 
The caucus re­ 
sulted in Abimelech securing a follow­ 
ing, who not only buttonholed the 
Bhechemite 
voters, 
and “inclined 
them unto him,” but who also raised 
a corruption fund by the assessment 
of 300 shekels, with which they paid 
the “ vain and light persons” the 
' floating vote—to follow him. He was 
elected. Bat the theory of the caucus 
was scarcely more popular then than 
when it was carried out in the elec­ 
tioneering meetings in that district of 
Boston, where the shipbuilding was 
carried n in 1770, when it was known 
as “ calker’s meetings.” 
For more 
than 
a 
quarter 
of 
a 
cen­ 
tury 
after 
that time 
the 
word 
caucus was regarded with fear and 
superstition. The use of it in refined 
circles was considered a violation of 
the proprieties, and many of the poor 
towns-people dreaded it as they would 
a plague. In the early history of the 
Democratic party the caucus was re­ 
sorted to as a means of nominating a 
candidate for President. 
Thomas 
Jefferson was nominated in that way. 
The caucas was attended by the mem­ 
bers of Congress and a few other 
prominent party leaders. At the first 
«trial the plan was unsuccessful, but 
the second and several subsequent 
attempts 
were 
successful. 
The 
candidates 
so 
nominated 
were 
elected, and when 
Madison was 
nominated 
a 
second 
time 
the 
opposition party began to denounce 
the caucus system as representing all 
that was dangerous and ungodly in 
politics. The meetings at that ' 
were not pcrpulariy known aa cau­ 


tions and sent them to the Governors 
of the various States, for the purpose 
of bringing about concert of action 
against the practice, the whole coun­ 
try was shocked 
by the uqe 
of 
the 
baleful 
word 
“caucus” 
in 
the 
resolutions. 
A 
half-dozen 
State Legislatures took immediate 
action 
in the matter. 
Governor 
Throop, of Georgia, thought it of 
enough moment for spécial mention 
in his next annnual message, in 
which he recommended that the Leg­ 
islature take ea>ly action to discour­ 
age and prevent the use of a term so 
objectionable to the refined and cul­ 
tured ear. In alluding to the Ten­ 
nessee resolution he said: 
“This 
paper purports to be a formal act of 
the Legislature of Tennessee, and its 
object j s the denunciation of what it 
pleases to call a ‘caucus,’ which may 
possibly be held in the city of Wash­ 
ington by members of Congress for 
election purposes. What precise and 
definite meaning the Legislature of 
Tennessee designs to attach _ to the 
word ‘cancus* 1 cannot conceive 
It 
is not an English word. It is not to 
be found in our dictionary,and, being 
an uncouth word and of harsh Round, 
I hope it never may.” 
The political institutions of this 
country had given it birth, but the 
universal horror of the word was 
none the less for that. The Tennes­ 
see resolution provoked an agitation 
of it which lasted for months, aud 
during that time the United States 
Senate took a turn at the discussion 
and waxed warmer over it than 
over the most important national 
question before the session. It was 
introduced by the following remark 
of Senator King of New York: “ My 
attention has been most powerfully 
attracted 
by a power which has 
risen up, which appears to me to be 
eo terrific that I dure hardly to con­ 
template the effect it may produce. I 
mean the power which members of 
Congress have assumed of nominat­ 
ing a President of the United States.” 
Senator Haynes made a violent on­ 
slaught on the system, and after sev­ 
eral other Senators had denounced it 
aseminently dangerous, Senator Smith 
of Maryland, replied: “ I am not sur­ 
prised at the opposition of the gen­ 
tleman of New York. That gentle­ 
man was a leading chief of the Federal 
party, and no doubt thinks, what I 
know, that owing to this much de­ 
nounced system, his party was pros­ 
trated and the political party into 
power. 
I adhere to the system which 
rendered such 
essential 
services. 
Upon this I act as a party man, and 
have no hesitation in saying that I 
wish to keep my party in power, and 
I believe the caucus system the most 
efficient means therefor.” 
The effect of the venerable Sena­ 
tor’s defense of the system, and al­ 
lowing the awful word, “caucus,” to 
fall from his lips, was terrific. The 
whole Senate was on its feet to protest 
against the use of the word in the 
hall, and a scene of wild confusion 
reigned for several minutes. Finally. 
Senator Holmes was recognised, ana 
he began an attack on Senator Kini 
with: “The first use of the wort 
came from the Senator from New 
York.” Senator King became highly 
indignant and denied the charge with 
great warmth. The 
next speaker 
traced 
the 
introduction 
of 
the 
word to the venerable Senator Smith. 
He 
was 
nnwilling 
to 
admit 
making the breach, and replied hotly. 
“ I am unwilling that the discussion 
of a subject to unprbfitable that I am 
mortified at its being introduced, and 
so little comporting with the dignity 
of the Senate, should be attributed to 
me. I regret that the honorable 
Senator from New York should have 
deemed it proper to introduce it. 
It 
is true he qualified it by a new name, 
'central power.’ 
However, either 
my ears have deceived me or I heard 
him use the word ‘eaucus,’ and one 
member opposite me took it down. 
But whether he did or not, his mean­ 
ing was perfectly understood, and if I 
used it I used it because I wished to 
give its known name. I wished to 
call a spade a spade.” 
The general abhorence of the word 
continued several years, but it finally 
went into public use. 
When the 
manner of electing President and 
Vice-President was changed, National 
Conventions became necessary, and 
with them the caucus came into gen­ 
eral use, and the odium formerly sur­ 
rounding it disappeared rapidly. For 
several years the leading public men 
were not proud of their participation 
in caucus meetings, but they had no 
fear of calling them by their “ known 
name.—[Missouri Republican.

Recently the New York Tribunt 
published some tables of figures to 
show how much the farming classes 
have been benefitted by the operation 
of the present inequitably-adjusted 
tariff laws. It assumed that all in­ 
crease in property values was due 
solely to the tariff, leaving nothing to 
the credit of the vast increase of im­ 
migration and the industry of the 
farmers. No mention is made of the 
railroads, which have really caused 
nine-tenths of the increase in values 
and products of farming lands. But, 
taking the Tribune on its own ground, 
the facts only need be cited to floor its 
argument.

To illustrate this fact: The in­ 
terest money annually drawn from 
the ten States listed, if they pay 7 per 
cent only, amounts to $239,000,000. 
The profits of agriculture do not war­ 
rant the payment of so great a sum. 
The total value of the farm products 
of the United StateSjWas, in 1870, $2,­ 
213,000,000. 
Of this value the ten 
States listed produced $839,000,000. 
This was the total value sold, con­ 
sumed and on hand. 
Say that

now 
produce 
to the 
value 
of $,000­ 
000,000. 
If 
but half the farms 
are mortgaged the produce they yield 
is worth $500,000,000. At least $239,­ 
000,000 of that value goes to pay in­ 
terest money, leaving $261,000,000 of 
produce to support 886,000 farmers 
and their families, or $294 to each 
farmer.

The actual value of the farms lying 
in the ten States is to-day about 
$13,931,000,000. 
In this valuation 
allowance has been made for tbe 
enormous volume of immigration 
which has poured into Kansas, Neb­ 
raska and Minnesota, and into the 
northern portions of Michigan and 
Wisconsin since 1860. 
The 
Tribune 
fails 
to 


pay labor, pay taxes, B upply 
seed, buy tools and they and their 
families live. 
The sum is utterly in­ 
adequate. It is not possible for these 
mortgaged farmers asa class,toever lift 
their mortgages. Legislative enact­ 
ment cannot increase the price these 
men receive for their products, but it 
is possible to decrease the price they 
now pay for tbe goodB which they 
consume. 
Those men, though their names are 
borne on the assessment rolls as the 
owners of the farms they till, are ac­ 
tually tenants. They ceased to be free­ 
holders the instant they mortgaged 
their land. The price they have paid 
to protect Ameiican manufacturing 
industries have been their birthright. 
A continuance of the system will 
surely cause the larger portion of the 
farmers whose laud is still unincum­ 
bered to mortgage their lands. 
Under our present tariff the East­ 
ern manufacturers have accumulated 
all that the agricultural West has 
created without being able to save. 
It is a matter for self-conderation 
that our own State is Dot in such a 
condition as the group of great north­ 
western States, but if our farmers 
continued to raise mainly wheat and 
barley, how long would it be before 
they would be mortgaged up to their 
ejes? Too many of our wheat lands 
are already encumbered. 
By way of showing that the Ameri­ 
can farmers are the gainers by having 
the burdens of revenue taxation un­ 
equally distributed, the Tribune lays 
great stress on the fact that wheat is 
worth ten cents more a bushel in Min­ 
nesota than in Manitoba. 
This very 
cheap trick is easily exposed. 
The 
superior transportations facilities of 
Minnesota over Manitoba makes the 
difference. 
Wheat is worth more in 
Minnesota because it costs less to get 
to market. The surplus wheat of 
Minnesota, just like that of Manitoba 
and California, is sold in Liverpool, 
and grade and cost of shipping only 
cause the difference in price to the 
producer. Wheat is worth more in

Joaquin Valley

blessings ascribed to tbe tariff are due 
to the railroads aud geography. Is it 
not about time for th° farmers to gel 
an equ:table share oí whatever pro­ 
tection is being extended to American 
industry ? If they cannot get protec­ 
tion they can at least be relieved of 
some of the burdens of taxation.— 
[San Francisco Alta. 


T o o M u c h C i v i l i z a t i o n 
The rapid extinction of the native 
population of Hawaii is one of the 
marvels of history. When Captain 
Cook explored the islands he made 
careful estimates of the people and 
fixed the number at 400,000. A half­ 
century saw them cut down one-half, 
while thirty-seven years ago, when 
the first accurate census was taken, the 
number was found reduced to 81,453. 
The reduction has been steady and 
rapid ever siuce, the census of 1878 
showing 44,088 native Hawaiians, and 
that of 1884 only 40,014 natives, while 
the present estimate is 36,000. The 
half-castes, who numbered only 750 in 
1850, have increased to 4,210. The 
Chinese, who were represented by 
only 300 coolies thirty-seven years ago, 
now have 19,000, of whom 950 are 
women. The last census gave 9,377 
Portugese, 2,067 Americans, 
1,282 
British, 1,600 Germans, 193 French 
and 1,850 other foreigners. 
The diseases of civilization have 
swept clean of native 
Hawaiians 
whole districts that once boasted a 
dense 
population, while drunken­ 
ness and other vices have slain their 
tens of thousands. No systematic ef­ 
fort has been made by the Govern­ 
ment to check the ravages of disease 
or Btay the introduction of deadly 
plagues. Leprosy has become more 
prevalent of late years, and although 
there is a hospital at Honolulu and 
a lazaretto on the lonely island of 
Molokai, 
the 
disease 
increases 
rapidly. 
This is owing to the care­ 
lessness of the authorities, who do not 
insisfiipon the transfer of lepers to 
Molokai. 
A rich man stricken with 
this awful malady is allowed to live at 
home and carry on his business, while 
the poor are consigned to the living 
death in the leper settlement. 
The 
missionaries din good work in retard­ 
ing the extinction of natives, but of 
late^both drunkenness and the opium 
vice have spread alarmingly, ana the 
best observers declare that the close

TO JOIN THE D0D0. 


The Traveling Circus Be­ 
coming Extinct. 


SAD NEWS FOR YOUNG RUSTICS. 


The In terstate R ailroad Law is 
Forcing the Big Combina­ 
tions to Give up. 


The small boy of the country who 
has tears may prepare to shed them 
now. The big traveling circus must 
go 1 The great tented shows will be 
seen no more for the present, at least. 
In tho country, where the summer 
season brings the circuses as regularly 
as it does warmth and sunshine, this 
announcement will be fully appre­ 
ciated. 
The Interstate Commerce 
law, which has caused so groat a 
revolution in the matter of transporta­ 
tion, is the cause of thus depriving 
the people of one of their cherished 
and established institutions. 
This 
law prevents discrimination in favor 
of any one clasB of patrons on the 
part of the railroad companies, and 
the circuses will hereafter be com­ 
pelled to pay full tariff for the trans­ 
portation of their gilded cages of wild 
beasts, their carloads of curious things 
and their thousands of tons of para­ 
phernalia, as well as for their small 
armies of performers and laborers. 
This the circuses camnfit afford to do, 
and as the law is inexorable, they 
must 8top traveling by rail. 
The big concerns cannot return to 
the caravan system, for the locomo­ 
tion between the qhow towns is too 
Blow for profit, ana they will have to 
abandon tbe business or transfer their 
immense properties to foreign lands 
where there is no inter-state commerce 
law and where the public will pay 
their dollars just as freely as in this 
country for the prililege of gazing up­ 
on the pomp and circumstance of the 
modern American circus. The Amer­ 
ican railroads having decided the in­ 
ter-state commerce law applies to 
circuses as well as to theatrical com­ 
panies and intividaals, the veteran 
showman, P. T. Barnuin, has decided 
to take his “greatest show on earth” 
to Europe immediately after the 
conclusion 
of 
its 
engagement 
at the 
Madison-Square 
Gardens 
in Maich. 
Mr. 
Barnum 
sighed 
heavily yesterday morning, as he 
remarked that “this action on the 
part of railroads simply amounts to 
prohibition, and that is all there is to 
be said.” He had a far-away look in 
liis eyes, and was probably reflecting 
upon the advantages enjoyed some 
years ago by the fir t of all showmen, 
who had the greatest collection of 
animals ever gathered on the face of 
the earth, and whose expenses for 
transportation and subsistence were 
probably less than those of any other 
menagerie that ever traveled. Per­ 
haps he envied Noah his collection 
and his ark, but a little later he smiled 
again, apparently at the thought that 
Noah had no public to patronize his 
great ancient aggregation beyond his 
own immediate family, and that the 
maintenance of the “greatest show on 
earth” for private inspection would be 
as unprofitable as carrying it over the 
country under the Interstate Com­ 
merce regulations. 
When it is considered that the 43 
circus companies in the country pay 
the railroads annually several mil­ 
lions of dollars, and that the people 
patronize the circuses to the extent of 
other millions, it will be understood 
how great an influence this applica­ 
tion of the law will exercise. 
I t is 
likely that the smaller circuses will 
return to the caravan system, and in 
some part of the oountry they will 
doubtless continue to exist, but there 
will be no shows with performers in 
three separate rings going through 
their evolutions at one and the same 
time. 
Mr. Barnum explains that, 
under the Interstate Commerce law, 
his transportation expenses would 
amount to over $6000 a day. 
His ex­ 
penses for subsistence and salaries is 
$6800 per 
dry, 
making a 
dai­ 
ly 
total 
sum 
of about $13,000. 
This, 
he says, 
is 
more 
than 
any show 
on 
earth, 
even 
the 
“greatest” could take in receipts, and 
renders traveling by rail out of the 
question. 
In former years he ob­ 
tained special rates of transportation, 
making it possible to show at a profit, 
even with his heavy regular expenses, 
but it will be impossible to ao so in 
tho future. 
He will soon, it is believ­ 
ed, send an agent to London for the 
purpose of arranging to transfer the 
show to Englanuearly in the spring, 
with the intention of keeping it there, 
or on the Continent, for at least two 
years. He stated that the cost of 
transporting the entire show to Eng­ 
land would not exceed $135,000, and 
the cost of transportation after its 
arrival there would be trifling. On 
the other hand, if he kept the show 
here he would have to pay railroads 
for the season an aggregate of about 
$1,200,000. Mr. Barnum claims that, 
as he owns the sixty cars in which 
his show is transported, and he simply 
hires locomotives from the railroad 
companies and the use of their tracks, 
the interstate law shou’d not apply to 
his circus, but the railroad companies 
do not agree with him. 
What Forepaugh will do is not 
known, but it is stated positively that 
Sells Brother’s circus will go to Au­ 
stralia in a few months. 
A prominent official connected with 
one of the great trunk lines said to a 
Times reporter yesterday that the ap­ 
plication of the Inter-State law to cir- 
cuases was imperative. 
He could see 
no reason why they should be ex­ 
empt, but would be sorry if the 
higher tariffs would prevent the big 
concerns from traveling. 
He did not 
believe that, nnder the law, they 
could travel by rail and show ak a 
profit, hat the application of the law 
was compulsory. In former years, 
he 
said, 
the 
railroads 
con­ 
tracted to transport the circus cars for 
an entire season at a bulk sum for the 
entire period. 
This made a very 
cheap rate of 
transportation. 
In 
those times, too, he said, a hundred 
men could be crowded into a single 
car, if necessary, and no charge was 
made for their transportation. Now 
the local tariffs will be applied, and a 
regular first-class passenger fare will 
be collected from every employé of a 
it. There will be no 


circus traffic, and more would be lost 
because of the stoppage of excursion 
trains from various points to central 
places where the big shows formerly 
exhibited for days and weeks at a 
time. 
There was no way out of the situa­ 
tion that he could see. 
The circuses 
would have to pay the full tariff rates 
or stop traveling by rail. A number 
of concerns might try to maintain 
their existence as formerly, bnt it 
was reasonable to suppose that they 
would come to grief in the snmmer, 
just as innumerable third or fourth 
class theatrical combinations had suf­ 
fered this winter. The reason why 
the Interstate law did not apply to 
circuses last summer was that the 
contracts for transportation were made 
in the previous January, prior to the 
enactment of the law. This year the 
law is in full force, and there is no 
appeal from it. He summed up the 
situation by predicting that those cir­ 
cuses which endeavored to travel by 
rail this year, wonld, before tbe end 
of 
the 6eason, 
find 
themselves 
“busted and a long way from home.”

MARRIAGE DECREASING. 


S t a r t l i n g S t a t i s t i c s s f I t s D e c lin e 
l u E u r o p e a n C o s n t r l s . 
The numbers who marry seem to 
be steadily decreasing. 
The figures 
supplied under the head of “ Iifterna- 
tional Vital Statistics,” which are 
tabulated from returns furnished by 
the authorities of various European 
States, show an all-round fall in tbe 
proportion of marriages. 
The falling-off in 1886 below the av­ 
erage of the twenty years 1861-1880 is 
very marked, although not so great 
as the difference between the rate of 
1866 and 1886. 
Hence, for instance,

There are three notable exceptions 
to the uniform decrease of the marri­ 
age rate, but they are easily explained. 
In Prussia, in Austria and ia Italy the 
marriage rate of 1860 was distinctly 
below that of 1886. The secret, of 
course, is that in 1866 the three States 
were at war, and campaigns and mat­ 
rimony do not go well together. Italy 
alone of the great European States 
keeps up her marriage rate. It aver­ 
aged 15 2 for eighteen years; it was 
15.6 in 1886. In this she resembles 
8weden. 
But the other States the 
same phenomeon: 
Den- Switzer- Aus- Ger- IIol- 
mark land trla many land 
Average 20 y’rs. 15.3 15.1 17.1 17.3 16.2 
1886 ................... 14.2 13.7 15.5 15.8 13.8 
These figures all point in one direc­ 
tion and all tell the same tale. Euro­ 
peans are not such a marrying people 
now as they were twenty years ago, 
and among the marrying peoples we 
are nearly at the bottom of the tree. 
The Irish marriage rate is in itself 
enough to account for much of the 
misery and unrest of Erin, and the 
Scotch ratio is lower than that of any 
nation in Europe. Our marriage rate 
is now lower than it has ever been 
since 1838, when the statistics were 
first collected on a scientific basis. 
The average for quinquennial peiiods, 
which fluctuated from 15.0 in 1838-40 
to 17.2 in 1851-55. has gone down 
steadily since 1871-75, and is still 
tending downward.

reductions of any kind as long as the 
law is in force, even if its application 
drives 
every

try out of existence. If a special 
rate were given at the present time 
every individual in the country could 
claim and obtain a similar rate. A 
farmer would have a right to demand 
that the roads should transport a hay 
wagon from one point to another at as 
low a rate as was charged on one of 
Barnum’s golden chariots. The roads 
would donntlel loee a great deal of 


postpone marriage altogether, post­ 
pone it as late as possible. 
That 
is to say, an increasing proportion of 
the years of human existence is spent 
outside matrimony. 
The mean age 
has been steadily rising since 1873, 
and the mean age of 1886 is the 
highest yet recorded, being 28.2 for 
men and 25.9 for women. 
The aver­ 
age at which the professional and in­ 
dependent classes marry is 31.22 for 
the man and 26.40 for the woman. 
Of course the meaning of the post­ 
ponement or the rejection of marriai 
is in the increase of prostitution. N . 
one will pretend that the average man 
in these later years has become more 
ascetic, more continent, more severe 
in holding his senses under control. 
The tendency has rather been the 
other way. 
A celibate population is 
not, as a rale, a chaste population, 
but rather the reverse. 
To postpone 
marriage is to increase prostitution, 
and that often of the worst kind. For 
it is interesting to note that the post­ 
ponement and partial abandonment 
of marriage has not had, as might have 
been expected, its natural result in the 
increase of illigitimate births. If mar­ 
riage had been succeeded by concu­ 
binage of the higher order, where the 
union, although not permanent, has 
still sufficient humnn relationship 
about it to surround the partners 
with the redeeming influences of chil­ 
dren, the falling off in the marriage 
rate would have been accompanied by 
the rise of pari passu of the number 
of children born out of wedlock. The 
very reverse is the case. 
The mar­ 
riage rate in 1845 was 17.2, and the 
illigitimate births 2 3 per 1000, while 
in 1886, with a marriage rate of 14.1, 
the illigitimate rate had fallen to 
1.5. 
The proportion of illigitimate 
births in every 1000 was sixty-five in 
the ten years between 1851 and 1860. 
It was only forty-seven in 1866. Put­ 
ting it roughly, prostitution is elbow­ 
ing matrimony out of the field. 
Apart altogether from the question 
of vice, ana looking at the subject 
solely from the point of 
view of 
human happiness, a more melancholy 
conclusion could hardly be arrived at 
by the pessimist than that which,born 
optimists as we are, seems to be de- 
ducible from the Registrar’s figures.

T h e L e a A m g e le s C e n s e r v n t o r y o f 
H a s t e 
Which is located at 406 South Main 
street, and is exclusively controlled 
by Mrs. Emily G. Valentine, is an 
institution which Southern California 
cannot too highly appreciate. It was 
established five years ago, and since 
that time it has been kept constantly 
before the public by the press, which, 
from the first, has been warmly in 
sympathy with it, and by its enter­ 
tainments, the superiority of whioh 
have already been so extolled. Music, 
musical literature, 
the languages 
and elocution are 
the 
branches 
of study to which the conservatory is 
devoted; but annexed to these accom­ 
plishments, art of every variety can 
be pursued under the skillful direction 
of Mrs. Myra E. Kinsey. 
Professor 
C. F. L. O. Roehrig has resigned the 
chair of languages which he previous­ 
ly filled; but his vacancy has been sup­ 
plied by Frauleia A. Werner, Profes­ 
sor Diets, late of Paris, and Professor 
Bransby, who is already so well known 
in this city. Miss Regina Buckle, who 
enjoys 
tne 
reputation 
of 
be­ 
ing 
the 
finest 
musical 
critic 
in 
Los 
Angeles, 
and 
whose 
methods are uncommonly good, 
conspicuously identified with the vo­ 
cal aepartment. 
Miss Helen Mar- 
Bennett, who is also associated with 
the Baptist 
College, instructs the 
classes in elocution, and Professor 
Hamilton conducts the Btring and vio­ 
lin quartettes, which meet weekly at 
the conservatory. 
Mrs. Valentine, 
assisted by her daughter, Miss Adel- 
tha, teaches the piano, organ and har­ 
mony. All of the pianos used in the 
different class-rooms are new and ex­ 
pensive instruments, while the large or­ 
gan, which was made in aud sent from 
Cincinnati is almost, if not quite equal 
in power to any church organ in this 
city. It was purchased by Mrs. Val­ 
entine for the especial use of students 
who wish to study the organ, and who 
are prevented from practising in the 
churches. It therefore affords to my 
organist who sees fit to avail himself, 
or herself, of it, opportunities for im­ 
provement which it is impossible to 
obtain anywhere else. There is no 
class-work done in the building, ex­ 
cept by request, and students are at 
liberty to make their own selections of 
teachers. Yet the public has fallen into 
•the popular error of supposing that 
mo private instructions are given, and 
that certain things can only be taught 
by certain people. This íb a mistake, 
for although Mrs. Valentine does 
teach the piano, if anyone prefers a 
German, or a man, to herself, she is 
ready to furnish the same. The art 
department is quite as complete as 
the musical department, for Mrs. 
Kinsey is not only a born, but a train­ 
ed artist. She can work successfully 
in any branch of her profession, while 
ahe has a peculiar aptitude for impart­ 
ing her information to others. She 
instructs in water, oil, 
china aud 
lustra painting, as well as in crayon, 
drawing, modeling and wood carving. 
I t was her pupils, indeed, who did 
the carving upon the famous organ 
of the College of Music at Cincinnati. 
As far as Mrs. Valentine herself is 
concerned, she is a highly gifted 
woman, who has had a long and 
remarkable musical career. 
When 
a child, she traveled with Jenny Lind, 
with whom she was a great favorite; 
but her first music lessons were re­ 
ceived from her mother, then a well- 
known musician, aad who, although 
she was too ill to leave her couch, 
was enthusiastic enough to pursue 
her beloved art. 
For three genera­ 
tions the Valentines have been con­ 
spicuously identified with the musical 
world, and Mrs. Emily Valentine has 
successfully labored in New York, 
Boston and Cincinnati. 
She has in 
her scrap-book the programme of an 
entertainment £iven by herself in 
1860, and she is the only person in 
Los Angeles who is a member of the 
Music Teachers’ National Associa­ 
tion. 
Mrs. Valentine is not only 
an enthusiast about music, which 
she insists comes next to religion, 
but she is an ardent believer in Los 
Angeles, which she thinks has a great 
future. She Bays that two years ago 
she visited San Francisco for the pur­ 
pose of comparing the two cities from 
an 
artistic standpoint, 
and that 
although she was unprejudiced, and 
as well made a carefu» investigation, 
she is convinced that music, art and 
literature have a far*better field here 
than there. 
But the high moral 
character of the conservatory is per­ 
haps its best credential. Mrs. Valen­ 
tine realizes the fact, too often ignored 
by those who are entrusted with the 
education of the young, that only 
those who are themselves above re­ 
proach are competent to mould the 
mind and character of the innocent 
and inexperienced. 
Consequently, 
she never admits into her institution, 
no matter how well qualified he or she 
may be intellectually, any teacher to 
whom the most solicitous parent could 
reasonably object. 


I r a t h f s l 
P r t « l | l e a 
Seldom if ever wear well. 
Like the 
blossoms touched by the untimely frost 
they droop before they expand. Eva 
in Uncle Tom's Cabin, the baby in 
Heart» of Oak, the children who so 
touchingly appear in The Silver King 
and the innumerable other little ones 
who beautify so many other plays, 
certainly lend a purity and a pathos 
to every ¿dramatic performance at 
which they are presented; yet I can 
never look upon a child artist with­ 
out feeling that he or she is being 
crashed 
to 
death 
beneath 
the 
moral car of Juggernaut. The little 
mind like the little flower expands or 
fades according to the atmosphere 
with which it is surrounded, and 
therefore the intoxication of applause 
and the glamour of publicity cannot 
fail to undermine the innocence and 
rob the child of its childhood. Phys- 
, too, no child la fitted for a 
leal career; and whosoever sub- 
s i! to it, is taking the risk of a 


intrusion 
of 
too 
mature 
ideas. 
Trouble and experience come soon 
nough of themselves, and therefore 
should not be forced, like early Balad 
and strawberries, by the guardian or 
the parent who is the gardener of the 
juvenile mind. It has always seemrd 
to me that the Society for the Protec­ 
tion of Children should take it upon 
themselves to abolish child artists; 
for, although the stage would miss 
them as much as the spring-time 
would miss the violets, it is not right 
that they should be sacrificed upon 
the altar of popular amusements. 
But, in my opinion, church entertain­ 
ments and cn&ritaole fairs, festivals 
and 
carnivals 
are 
almost 
bad in their influence upon the 
little ones as are the footlights, 
keeping them up at night and expend­ 
ing their nerve force when they ought 
to be asleep, preparing physically for 
the battle of life. I should never allow 
a child of mine to attend any enter­ 
tainment or anniversary that did not 
convene before sundown; while I 
should feel that I had done very 
wrong if I had ever encouraged or 
permitted any little one over whom 
I had any authority to witness any dra­ 
matic performance that was not strict­ 
ly gotten up for children. Love scenes 
and duels, and the portrayal of any 
of the passions arc not spectacles 
upon which the round eyes of inno­ 
cence should gaze. Many good people 
who do not scruple to allow their chil­ 
dren to go from door to door selling 
tickets for this or that church enter­ 
tain ment, and who acorn the idea of 
singing or reciting in public making 
their wee daughters pert, stoutly ob 
ject to the circus as a means of juve­ 
nile amusement, 1 do not, for al 
though I do not claim that it is ele 
vating, and while I am ready to ad­ 
mit that in some instances it has 
fostered in young America’s mind an 
inordinate desire for change and ex­ 
citement, I am fully convinced that 
if balanced by firm but gentle disci­ 
pline an 1 surrounded by sweet home 
influences, no boy, or girl either, 
will ever be the worse for seeing 
horse leap 
through a 
hoop, 
i 
elephant stand on a barrel, or a clown 
fall off <-i an incorrigible donkey. 
Certainly it is all nonsense or ex­ 
aggeration, but so is anything in 
which children most delight. The 
adventures of Robinson Crusoe can­ 
not be measured by the severe rules 
of practicability; neither can many 
of Oliver Optic’s stories, 
or 
the 
wonderful tales of Jules Verne, and 
nobody thinks of objecting to them. 
But genuine fiction, and the theater, 
and all else which serves to promote 
advanced thought and to put an end 
to the unconsciousness of the child, 
should be expelled from the rose- 
hued world whirein the baby ought 
to dwell. 


A P r e s s in g N e fd 
In Los Angeles is the establishment 
of some sort of au institution for old 
women. The Woman’s Exchange is 
an excellent establishment for young 
women, providing them as it does 
with comfortable, safe and inexpen­ 
sive quarters. The Sister’s Hospital 
is a godsend to the sick and d; 
who seek its protection, and 
Watson’s Home is a haven to the 
social caat-a-ways who drift into i t ; 
but alas for old and unprovided wom­ 
en, and whe, perchance, are more in 
need than any other class, there is no 
refuge 
at 
all. 
Yet 
hundreds 
of these self-sacrificing women, well 
on in years and broken down by toil 
and care come here with consumptive 
husbands and sons and brothers who 
soon totter into graves from which 
even Southern California cannot save 
them, and their wives and mothers 
and sisters are left behind 
them 
poor and alone and unable to take care 
of themselves. There is not a public 
spirited woman in this city who does 
not recognize and deplore this state of 
affairs, and who would not gladly 
follow, if 
some one would only 
lead, 
in 
the 
establishment 
of 
so 
worthy 
a 
charity. 
Innumerable ladies have said to m e: 
“Can’t you do 
something toward 
pushing such a movement ? 
I do 
not feel competent to undertake it 
myself, but I should be only too glad 
to help anyone else who would or 
could.” Therefore, as the harvest is 
ripe and the field is open, will not 
one or two, or more, of our grand, 
good women decide that what is 
everybody’s work is nobody’s, and 
that to care for her broken sisters is 
an efipecial mission.

W h a t Is A m is s W it h t h e D o r s e s ? 
The climate or the groom? If even 
the oldest and the most hungry look­ 
ing steeds who traverse the streets of 
Los Angeles did not at times evince a 
disposition to be restive, one would 
be inclined to believe that bad driving 
occasioned 
so 
many 
runaways. 
Doubtless it has* in many instances 
much 
to do with it, but 
upon 
general principles, it would seem that 
the climate had even more, especially, 
as that most domestic of all animals, 
the cat, also to some extent partakes 
of the prevailing nervousness of the 
horse. California cats, unlike Eastern 
cats, mew as much when they are 
well fed as when they are hungry, 
while they also are much more given 
to strolling about the house, the yard 
and the neighborhood. They are the 
felines of colder sections. 
So it is 
with the horse, he is uniformly rest­ 
less, and often mettlesome to a dan­ 
gerous degree. In her Indian Jour­ 
nal, the date of which I cannot re­ 
call, but which was written in the 
last days of some of the native Prin­ 
cesses and Mognls, Lady 
Nugent 
describes Indian horses as vicious and 
unmanageable. 
She asserts, and 
although her language is crude, her 
facts are unalterable, 
that, unless 
muzzled, 
they 
cannot be 
ap­ 
proached 
with 
safety. 
This, 
I 
think, 
she 
ascribes 
to 
some atmospheric influence, 
and 
although Southern California, from a 
climatic standpoint, is as different 
frem India as, politically, England is 
different from the United States, it 
does not seem improbable that its 
perpetual sunshine and its absence of 
cold in some way acts 
upon the 
horees. Besides, the Mexican horses 
which some of the railroad com­ 
panies insist in using in a manner as 
alarming to passengers as it is to the 
poor beasts thmselves, serve to show 
that warm climates have a tendency 
to produce nervous horses, and that 
in consequence they require more 
skillful handling than most of them 
receive.
